THE FAMINE IN CHINA. 


MILLIONS OF PEOPLE EATING BARK. STALKS, 
THATCHED ROOFS AXD DIRT. 


HUMAN FLESH IN THE MARKET. 


Parents Selling and Killing their 
Ohildren to Prolong their own 
Existence. 


A correspondent writing from Shanghai 
under date July 26th, says :—You havo 
from time to time heard startling rumors 
and disconnected details of what will long 
be known in history as the China famine, 
but it is only now, when the prospect of its 
termination presents itself,and the season's 
crops approaching maturity place a limit to 
its ravages, that we can calmly review its 
details. The first intimation foreigners re- 
cvived at the treaty ports of a prospect of 
famine was in December, 1876, when tho 
Chefoo correspondent of the North China 
Herald wrote that “the peasantry are like- 
ly to have a hard time of it this winter.” 
The autumn crops prove a failure and ‘‘al- 
ready the people are mixing gypsum with 
the millet to make it goa little further ; 
not that it contained nourishment, but les- 
sened the pangs of hunger by filling the 
stomach. Large bands of the sutferers 
were heard of as emigrating to other pro- 
vinces, while those who remained had se- 
cured official sanction to sell as slaves sons 
and younger brothers so as to provide a 
sustenance for the rest of the family, From 
that time we continued to receive unts 
of what came to be known as the “Shan- 
tung famine,” because the distress was 
contined to that province, and the reports 
from the members of the various mission- 
ary bodies, who at once went to the scenes 
of distress, began to come back and were 
considered to be simply frightful in their de- 
tails.’ We had not yet learned what was 
thé true meaning of the word famine. * * 


By June 2nd we find the famine had 
taken posseasion of the the adjoining pro- 
vinces of Shansi, and on that date the ov. 
ernor memorializes the throne, setting- 
forth that on account of drought the peo- 
ple have no food “and the land has come 
to resound with the lamentations of the 
famine-stricken multitude,” who, after the 
sale of their houses, land, children, and 
having exhausted their supplies of roots 
and bark, and even the wild herbs being 
entirely consumed, the “people manufac- 
ture pellets on earth, mingled with stone 
ground into powder, and eat it, and the 
answer of the paternal Government is, ‘It 
is noted,’” but China’s cup of sorrow was 
not yet} full, so as a fitting adjunct to the 
horrors of famine and the plague yast 
swarms of locusts appeared, and invaded 
not only the famine districts in which 
moderate rains had admitted the planting 
of some portion of the region, but also ad- 
joining provinces, which up to then had 
been the source of supplies for their afflict- 
ed neighbors. 

With this new enemy to battle against 
it seemed as though the only términation 
to the suffering could be found in the 
grave, and many who had waited on in 
hope lost courage and their manhood, and 
so it is we hearin July from one of the 
French padres, who, writing from Sin-ka 
under date of May 24th, says :-— 


“These poor famished people have been 
goaded to become cruel among themselves 
and against those most dear to them. Alas! 
how many fathers of families who lived hon- 
orably committed suicide in order to avoid 
the ignominy of begging, all their families 
following such dreadful example. How 
many woe stricken women, wives, sisters, 
daughters, were sold by their fathers, bro- 
thers and husbands to unknown people! 
And therefore in many places are seldom 
to be seen any women, especially young 
ones. In avillage where I went to distrib- 
ute relief, all the women except two were 
old ones, and all the children of both sexes 
had been sold.”

the mountains? Itisno longer a hidden 
secret ; tho slaughter of the innocents for 
food or the sharing with the dogs of the 
Numan carrion that lines the high roads 
“increases,” gays thé native High Com- 
missioner beyond all efforts for their intor- 
ment. 

On February 14th, Richards gives us his 
report of au extended tour through Shansi, 
omitting, however, such details as are too 
horrible to be described. From his notes 
the oxtracta are given under date :-— 

January 20th.—There was a fall of an 
inch of snow in the night. Saw four dead 
in the road and one unable to walk,moving 
about on his hands and kneos. One of the 
dead wag 4 boy about ten years old, carried 
by his mbther on her shoulder. She was 
the unly bearer, priest and mourner:~ She 
Jaid him on the snow outside the city wall, 
and the last sight I got of them she was 
standing at some distance off on the ono 
side, and a dog watching at some distance 
ou the other. January 3lst.—To-day saw 
fourteen dead on theroad side. A stocking 
was all the clothes one had on, and so light 
was the corpse a middle-sized dog dragged 
it about. Two ofthe dead were women. 
Want or cupidity of tho passers by had dealt 
kindlier with one than the other, for they 
had not taken her clothes. A third was 
a feast to a score of crows and magpies. 
February 1st,—Saw six dead, four of whom 
wore women. Saw two heads stuck up in 
cages to be a warning to those who rob and 
steal. Saw hats and shoes along the road, 
but no dead bodies near—perhaps all that 


6th.—In the afternoon at Hung-Tunghien 
the dead were actually in heaps on either 
side. On the main street there was a man 
dead with the edge of a big stone between 
his teeth. He had nothing better to eat, 
so he diod biting the stone. Others had 
been thrown into the river. February 7th. 
—This day was the worst of all. We saw 
abundant proofs of men eating clay orstone. 
I bought three stone cakes. The stone is 
the same as our soft stone pencils, ‘Chis 
is pounded to dust und mixed with millet 
husks. ‘The dead outnumbered any pre- 
vious day. Twenty-nine in fifty-five li 
(about eighteen miles.) 

The foregoing are brief extracts only of 
the most harrowing letter I ever read in my 
life, made up as itis of personal observa- 
tion by # man above the suspicion of ex- 
aggeration and who leaves his reader to in- 
fer a great deal more than he telle—a let- 
ter showing clearly that not only are the 
people the victims of the famine, but that 
law and order are at an end and highway 
robbery, murder, rape and infanticide are 
being carried on to afearful extent by gangs 
of armed men, the pariahs who follow fam- 
ine ;that in many parts of Shansi hundreds 
who had money could not exchange it for 
food, for there was none, and that fully 
one-half the people were ulready dead. Ie 
would be hardly reasonable to mourn that 
it was so,for with famine for the alternative 
death must have been the welcome guest of 
thonsands. 

Again Shantung is heard from,and if the 
province ever needed help it would seem to 
be now. On April 4th, we read that ‘‘the 
famine increases daily ; no rain has fallen 
and the ground isasdry as abone. The 
distracted mothers, unable to still the hope- 
less, unanswered cries of their children, 
expend their last efforts in parvi them 
alive to stop their moaning and end their 
miseries,"’ Many villages present the same 
appearance,as if a rebel horde had devastat- 
ed them. As a Chinaman remarked, 
‘‘where only ashort time ago one heard in 
passing along, the barking of dogs and the 
singing of children at play, now all is hush- 
ed and still” —the dogs eaten and the peo- 
ple too weak to laugh and sing, or to do 
ought but pray for food or speedy death. 
Here is what one of the distributors writes 
on the condition: “Up to the present time 
the people contented themselves with eat- 
ing those who had died, but now they kill 
the living in order to have them for food. 
Husbands eat their wives, parents eat their 
sons and daughters, and children eat 
their parenta,” Women and girls are 
sold at Jess than $2.00 a piece, and human 


From the official register of this one dis- 
trict, we learn that over one hundred thou- 
sand persons had already been sold, princi- 
pally females. 

From an official source we hear of yet 
another affliction showered upon the suffer- 
ers, for the wheat crop, although abundant 
in some regions, has been greatly injured 
“by locusts and hailstones.” So by July 
wo find poor China contending against 
floods, famine, civil and border war, plague, 
lochats, aud destruction by the elements. 


After a little time the prospect appeared 
to brighten, and we began to congratulate 
ourselves that the very liberal assistance 
rendered by foreigners had materially aided 
to put an end to the national distress. How 
fallacious were our expectations we were to 
learn al) too soon. t was the delusiye 
calm of the “‘inner circle” the awful s:ill- 
neas before the bursting of the storm cloud, 
First came fitful gusta of sorrowfal infor- 
mation regarding lack of rain and crops in 
peril,and then in regular order, like distress 
guns from a sinking ship, came news of 
blighted harvests, drought, locusts, want, 
beggary, pestilence and famine !—threaten- 
ing the five great northern provinces of 
Ohili, Shansi, Henau, Shensi and Shan- 
tung, the latter having never recovered 
trom hor last affjiction, Tho situation was 
frightful, and made doubly so by the cer- 
tain knowledge that were the uid a hundred 
fold that which might bo reasonably expect- 
od it would be too late to save millions of 
sufferers for lack of the means of transpor- 
tation, many of the districts in need lying 
in or beyond the mountains, with hardly a 
deoent post-rovd, much loss a railway, in 
al] the land ; and the only draught animals 
camels and donkeys, totally inadequate for 
the service. By the rat of January of this 

ear tho old, old stories—that ohill the 
heart each time, no matter how often they 
bo told—began to arrive. Fifty thousand 
refngees aboyt Tienbtin, and the now fam 
ine three months old, ‘*Much of the Govern- 
mont grain that should havoarrived afull six 
‘ore is now abut out by a barrier 
In two weoks the number of re- 
reached 100,000 at ‘licntain 
Rev. Mr. Richards writes from. Shansi 
that the famine is ‘far moro extensive 
and tho suffering much greater than it wos 
in Shantung. ‘The Governor of Shansi re- 
yorta the death rate at 1,000 a day. Mr, 
Richards avnounces tho frightful fact that 
the sofforers havo resorted to cannibalism

Writes another: ‘A mother, after having 
with her husband eaten their little boy, six 
years old, whom they had themselves killed, 
prepared also to cut the throat of their lit- 
tle daughter, eight years old. Tho little 
girl began to weep at the sight of tho fatal 
knife, and the neighbora who heard arrived 
just in time to save her.” (Note by Pere 
‘Aymeri ; ‘‘ Sometimes parents, so they may 
not be themselves the horrible executioners 
of their own children, agree with other pat- 
ents—I will kill his child for him, and he 
shall kill mine.”) It is the same story of 
all the provinces, and bodiea of men com- 
bine to attack the amaller hamlets, not to 
rob them of treasure or seek revonge for 
wronga inflicted. Literally and truly they 
go about as wolves ‘‘seeking whom thoy 
may devour.” It would be possible, were 
it requisite, to continue this chapter of 
horrors oxisting in these five provinces al- 
most indefinitely, for only a half is told, 
and that half is weak and tame as compared 
to the actual facts, but the particulars of 
the latest reports are 4o revolting that it 
is inexpedient ta further thoir publicity. 
The rildeat imagination never pictured 
Atrocities or sufferings equal to the acenes 
80 common now throughout the famine re- 
gion, and what the future has in store for 
them, whocan say? These are not reminis- 
cences of the past, but faithful statements 
of what is and what must be the condition 
of China for months to come, for a bright- 
er immediate futuro is not to be looked 
for. A full year must elapse before the 
natural fruits of the earth or Government 
and private supplies, with tho boat of 
inanagement, will be ablo to cope with the 
requirements, and in the interval China 
will bo dociminated. To expect the for. 
eign ered to continue to any great 
extent thoir liberal contributions of the 
past is, in the face of tho universal stag- 
nation of trade, unreasonable, and for the 
future it must devolve on the benevolent- 
ly disposed of ail nations to alleviate, so 
far as may be, tho sorrows and sufferings 
of Cathay. To leave the victims to tho 
moroy or enterprise of their rulers is to 
loave thom to perish, fr tho Central Gov. 
orninent is to utterly effete and bankrupt 
and its subordinate officials too given to 
poculation and solf-aggrandizoment to give 


was left between men and wolves.

Architecture, although following the artis- 
tio movement generally throughout Europe, 
atill beara an unmistakable national stamp. 

Contrary to the practice in France, the 
Danish masters of painting and soulpture, 
never form a school from their studios ; the | 
Academy at Copenhagen is the only School of 
Art in the country where drawing and paint- 
ing, modelling from nature and the antiqno, 
sculpture, architectural drawing and composi- 
tion, decorative painting, plastio art, and all 
the sciences connected with the Fine Arts aro 
tanght, This Academy is subsidized by the 
State, and grants diplomas for study, After 
obtaining their cortiticates, the young artists 
usually leave their country, aud go more es- 
pecially to Rome, to study tho chefs @’auvre 
and completo their artistic education, Ex- 
hibitions and sobolarships are awarded by the 
Acadomy to those who, having gone through 
tho regular course of atudy, have obtained the 
smell and large medal in the Academical com- 
petitions. For the further encouragement of 
the artists, thovAcademy holds yearly special 
competitions, in which the successful can- 
didatos obtain silver medals, 

The Daaish cullection at the Exhibition is 
not large, —36 oil-painters are represented, 10 
sculptors, and ouly one engraver. Some of 
the pictures exhibited possess, however, real 
and striking excellence, 

Eptering the great North Vestibule any 
time between two and five, the visitor will 
find a crowd collected around the octagon caso 
that contains the crown Jowels. People flock 
to it as moths do toa candle; to burn their 
eyes with the radiance of gems worth twenty 
million dollars. There is no feminine exclu- 
siveness about the crowd, the show proving 
ss attractive to men as to women. It is like 
having a poop into Aladdin's gardon, with all 
the improvements of civilization, for the dia- 
monds are superbly cut and well ect, and do 
not disappoint like those of the East, that 
look dull ana gloomy, or tho inartistio regal 
ornaments of former days with the colored 
stones distributed carelessly on the gaudy 
gold mountings Not but what the jewellers 
have mado yreat progress since these gems 
were re-set under the Empire, as may be seen 
elsewhere in the Industrial Court, but thero 
isa certain chaste simplicity about the ar. 
rangement of the diamante de la couronne that 
sots off the splendor of the jowels admirably, 
The Regent naturally occupies tho place of 
honor, In the same case is a riviere formed 
of four rows of brilliants, a chatelaino in yel- 
low diamonds, a crescent, a coronet, a chain 
made of diamond links, and seven sparkling 
stars. Tho noxt division is devoted to pearls, 
two pearl coroncts, brooches, bracelets, and 
rows of pearls, Two more diadems, and a 
necklace in brilliants and turquoise, aro par- 
ticularly beautiful ; a jowelled girdle, all tints 
of the rainbow, lies below them. Farther on 
there are coronets and other ornaments in 
dismonds and sapphires, and a beautiful neok- 
lace mounted in the Indian atyle in red gold, 
with pearls and emeralds, Above a whole 
coustollation of orders and a sword-hilt en 
tirely encrusted with diamonds, ts an exquisite 
diadem made of brilliants and emeralds, and 
in the adjoining division, various flowers and 
bouquets in diamonds, with a pointed tiara and 
a Greck bandeau on similar precious stones. 

Tho intrinsic value of the gems in the 
French Jewellery Court is perhaps inferior, 
but the amount of artistic labor lavished on 
them renders them a thousand times more 
interesting. This court is not large, but o 
most pleasant afternoon may be spont there, 
Almost every case contains something cur- 
ious, and thoso in the centre, whore the first 
Paris jowellors exhibit—Rourguignon, Mol- 
Jerio, Dumoret, Vanbourzaix, Hippolyte, To- 
tergor,—aro stocked with gems, oach of which 
is a marvel in its way,

He pulls a long sweeping 
stroke, commences with bis arms, which 
reach well forward, then puts his legs and 
body together into the stroke and fipishes 
with his arms, drawing the oars through 
the water until his hands come nearly to 
his loins and his elbows are seen at a sharp 
angle peotuding several inches past his back, 
Ho then recovers rather slower than Han- 
lan, but reaching well forward as before 
described, Barring a hardly perceptible 
jerk, his stroke is faultless. “His greatest 
power seers to bo placed where this slight 
jerk commences and ends whore his* arms 
take upon them them the last of finishing 
the stroke, and the effect is to send his boat 
along ona very even keel. He is a splendid 
souller and surpasses in style most oaramen L 
have seen, being buttheshade mentioned loss 
even than the Toronto boy. His slew re- 
covery and the drawback, if any, of the 
apparent jerk, may be offset by his groat 
strength ; and thus should he hold ont the 
speed which he occsaionally put upon his 
boat on Saturday, our own sculler will 
have all he can do to hold him over tho 
fivo miles of water on Wednesday after- 
noon. Ho uses his sliding seat admirably 
but does not,on account of his groat reach, 
require it so much, The above gives a 
general idea of what I think of the stroke 
of Courtney, having seen it on Saturday 
afternoon, and taking it as a criterion of 
what it will be in the race, I should say 
that atrength, endurance and pluck will 
have to win tho raco for our American 
friend, should he win it at all.”

A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
COLLECTION OF TAXES FOX THE 
YEAR 1578. 


Passkp 19th September, 1878. 


HEREAS the Taxes for Municipal pur- 

poses for the City of Rellevillo for the 
year 1878 aro rated at 15 mills on tho dollar, 
and the Taxes for School purposes are rated 
at 4} mills on the dollar :

suflicont time to add the sand required and 

thoroughly intermingle it with the mortar. 
‘The water limo and sand are therefore mixed 
dry in ath gh manner. Two barrels of 
cloan sharp to ono barrel of Rosendale 
[Ame fan} Siuent is tho proportion which 
permanent work to rosist water is to be 
mado. Tho sand and cemont. (hydraulic 
water limo is called coment in common 
usage] are mixed as follows; Ono barrel of 
éand is thrown in a conical pile upon a floor 
of plank ; a barrol of comont is thrown over 
this, and lastly the second barrel of sand is 
spread over the heap. This is thon shoveled 
over and well mixed together,so that overy 
particloof sand shall bo in vontact with some 
of the finely ground cement. A sufticent 
quanity of the sand and cement is then sepa- 
rated from the heap and formed into a 
hollow, basineshaped pile. Water is poured 
into this, and the mass is well mixed with 
a hoo, until it becomes a semi fluid,mortar. 
It is then ready for uso. As it willsetina 
fow minutes, it should be used at once, and 
no more should be made at one tifhe than 
can be used in five or ton minutes, Seven 
to ten pailfals of water are needed to mix 
the three barrels of sand and sement, and 
the batoh will measure nearly 10 cubic feot 
in bulk. When a large quantity of cement 
is to be usod, the sand may bo measured 
from the heap near by, into # barrel without 
heads, which 1s pluced on the mixing boards; 
the barrel is then twisted around, and the 
sand emptied outis left in a convenient 
heap. Tho barrei of cement is then opened 
and emptied upon the sand, and the next 
barrel of sand is measured as the first was. 

If the’stonoware pipe is to be aid with 
cement joints, care must be teken to bed 
the joint well into cement placed below it, 
else the pipo will leak there ; and if the 
earth is not solid, it will settle and displace 
the pipo, This point should carefully ob- 
serve in laying drains or sewers through 
filled earth or about the foundations of 
houses. 

For making concrete for cellar or barn 
floors, or for walls of buildings, the cement 
mortar is prepared as above described. To 
each three barrels of mortar so made, tive 
barrels of sharpangular broken stone shoold 
be mixed. The stone should be wotted 
thoroughly before it is added to the mor- 
tar. Tho stone may be measured in bar- 
rels asdescribed for the sand, and a bue- 
ket or two of water may be thrown over 
the stone before it is turned out of the 
barrel. The mortar, when mixed, ‘is left in 
a mass 8 foet long, 6 fect wide and 3 in- 
ches thick ; the wetted stono is shovelled 
evenly over this, and the whole is turned 
quickly with shovels until tho fragments of 
stone aro all coated with the mortar. When 
tho concrete is put in place it should be well 
rammed until the stone is covered with 
somi-fluid mortar ; when it will compaoct, 
and without air spaces in the mass, or what 
is known as “honey-combed.” In working, 
a good plan is for two mento turn the 
mass over, one at each end, by putting the 
shovel under the mortar and stone and 
turning it outwards, in time the men meet

It will then be well 
mixed. As each shovelful is turned, the 
back of the shovel should be drawn with a 
spreading motion over it ; the mass is thus 
more thoroughly mixed and incorporated 
together, It is obvious that tho more in- 
timate the mixture the more closely the 
stono will adhere, and the stronger will be 
the concrete, 


Four mixers should prepare a batch aos 
above described, or of 8 barrels, in all 
equal to 28 cubic feet, in ten minutes if 
they are used to the work ; otherwise twico 
that time will be occupied. It is import- 
ant to know this fact, because no more 
should be mixed in a batch than can be 
finished inten minutes, and used in ten 
minutes more. Whilo the mixed batch is 
being used, another should be preparing. 
The quantity of water used for the proper 
mixing of a batch, when the sand is moist 
ond the stone is washed and wet, should 
not be more than 3} cubio feet, or 24 gal- 
lons Ke pailfuls), bat if tho sand is dry one- 
fourth more inay be used. 

The cost of making the concrete will be 
about 31.50 per cubic yard, if forty batches 
4 day are made, allowing $1 as the price of 
the coment, 60 cents s yard for sand, and 
81 a yard for tho broken stono, none being 
larger than a goose ogg.

Amateur Rowing Association, September | 
11, 1873, when lie easily won the senior 
sculls, two miles, in 14m, 16s., forty-one 
seconds ahead of T. R. Keater; Frank E 
Yates, third, and James Wilson ‘' Pop,” 
Travx, R. Lefman and. others following. 
He next entered for the National Associa- 
tion regatta at Philadelphia, October 7, 8 
following but his boat was so badly~cut in 
some manner the night previous to race 
day that he couldn't start. He ogain ap 
peared at Saratoga in 1874. in the regatta 
held in August, on the 28th of which 
month he won the Empire Diamond Sculls 
and State championship, doing the two 
miles, turn, in 14-44, easily beating David 
Roch twelve seconds; J. Wilson, third ; 
Ed. Blake, fourth; W. R. Curtis and 
Yates drew out. He wasalso entered fur 
the senior sculls next day, but the effects 
of a sunstroke which had laid him up the 
previous June made themselves felt again 
and he deemed it advisable not to start. 
Ourtis won the race in 14.37}. On Sep- 
tember 9th and 10th, same year, he took 
part in a four oared race at Seneca Lake, 
Watkins, N, Y., his crew being beaten by 
the Buffalo club on the first day, three 
miles ; but he won the senior sculls on the 
second, the two miles being pulled in 
14,10; R. H. Robinson second, and W. 
E. McCredy third. His next appear- 
ance on the water was made August 24th, 
1875, at the third regatta of the Sarato- 
ga Association. He then first met James 
i, Riley in the race for the Empire Sculls, 
which he won for the third time, doing the 
two miles in 13.364 (then the fastest record); 
Riley second, 14.00); J. T. Macormick, 
third, 14.36) ; J. W. Maxwell, D, Roch and 
J..H. Giryin followed in this order, On 
the 25th he won the President’s Challenge 
Cup and diamond medal, taking 13.59 to 
easily do the two miles; Riley second, 
14.154; P. C. Ackerman and G. W. Lathrop 
following. On the 26th, with RH. Robin- 
son, he won the double-scull race, two 
miles, in 12.424 ; Riley and Lefman second 
13.05] ; Lathrop and McCormick third ; 
Orr and Maxwell forth. Previous to this 
race the time made by Parker and Carpen 
ter, July 1dth, 1861, Boston, 12.454 had 
rot been touched. On August Slst,of the 
same year, Courtney showed up at Troy, 
v.Y., on the occassion of the N. A, A. O. 
suatta, beating R. B. Bainbridge and D. 
Roch in the third heat of the sculls, doing 
the one and a hulf miles straitaway, in 
9:34. Noxt day he took the final heat in 
9:46, defeating Riley (9:51). Same day, 
with Robinson,he won the double-scull race 
in 8:50} ; Lefman and Riley, 9:06 ; Lathrop 
and McCormick third. September, 8th fol 
lowing, with J. F. Courtney, James McGraw 
and Hugh Conor, he won a four-oared race 
at Seneca Lake regatta, doing three miles 
with a turn, in 19:55, beating three other 
crews. Ho was also entered for the seniar 
sculls on the 9th, but did not start, leaving 
Riley to win. September 22nd,same year, 
he won the Binghamton regatta, beating 
Lathrop and G. H. Pratt like breaking 
sticks. September 23rd, with Robinson,he 
rowed over for the doubles, Hoe again ap- 
pearred ot Cayuga Lake, Y., October 
18th following, when ho claims to have pull- 
ed two miles, with a turn, against a double 
scull boat, winning the race in 13:14, 
thovgh as this time is not properly 
authenticated, it is not accepted as a ro- 
cord. His next appearance was at Saratoga, 
Aug. 8th, 1876, when, with F. KE. Yates as 
»artner, he won the double-seule race in 
12:16 (best recorded time), beating Keator 
and Riley, whose time was 12;20; Aoker- 
man and H. W. Rodger, 12:25 ; and Craig 
and Miles. He did not take part in the 
senior acullers’ race on the 9th, when Riley 
came in first, making the fastest time on 
record—13;214. Courtney was also prosent 
at the regatta of the N. A. A. O., held at 
Philade)phia mn 1876, winning, on August 
22nd, the second heat of the singles by over 
a minute, and then’ making the one and a 
half in 10.88}. He did not row in the final 
heat, withdrawing in favor of Yates. On 
the 23rd with Robinson, he won the double 
acull event, beating Ackerman and Rodger, 
MoMillan and Mingus. Time, 9:26. His 
next race occured August 30th following, 
at the Centennial regatta, whon he won the 
fourth of the singles from Ackerman, tak- 
ing tho rst heat of the second round on 
the Slst, and also the final hont, adminis 
toring a consummate defoat to J, Me Oar- 
thy, of Now York, Septomber 1st he and 
Robinson won the donblo scull prize, | 
boating Ackerman and Rodger. Courtney 
was noxt hoard of at Greenwood lake, 
July 14th, 1877, when ho Was to have 
rowed a match for a $500 prize offered by 
the Greenwood Lake Sportsman's Club ;

Pionship. With this object he inserted a 
proper challenge, which appeared almost 
simultaneously with a similar defi made by 
Hanlan, Morris elected to row the Can- 
adman first, thé result of which race must 
be fresh in the minds our readers. The 
defeat of Morris by Hanlan threw Court- 
ney on his oars, and he had to bide his 
time until a match could be brought about 
with the Canadian champion, as had been 
agreed upon early inthe Spring. During 
this year the American crack has been en- 
gaged in very few events, On June 19, 
he rowed J. H. Dempsey, of Geneva, N. 
Y., for a stake of $500, at Geneva Lake, 
three miles witha turn. At the turning 
buoy, Courtney fell out of his bout, and 
claimed he had been upset by a sunken 
wire catching one of his sculls. Dempsey 
after the accident to his opponent rowed 
leisurely over the course and claimed the 
stakes. The referee, however, ordered the 
men to row over again on some subsequent 
day, a decision to which Dempsey strong- 
ly objected, asserting he had fairly won 
the race. What the result of the dis- 
pute was has never come to our knowledge, 
but the factis thatthe men did not meet 
again for the stakes, and how the money 
wos divided remains unknown to the public, 
On July 4th, for a purse of $400, Courtney 
and Dempsey again met ina three-mile 
turning race, at Skaneateles, N. Y., which 
was easily captured by Courtney, his oppu- 
nent hardly being in the race at any time, 
although it was quite evident that the win- 
ner was making no exertion to keep his 
position. His final easay so far was ina 
regatta at Silver Lake, near Boston, Mass., 
on August 15th, for a purse of $400, three 
miles. In this race it has been stated in 
the press that Courtney was engaged to ap- 
pear fora consideration of $300—win or 
lose, Upon being called up Courtney de- 
clined to start, pleading illness, but as 
thousands had assembled to see him he 
was prevailed upon to take his place in 
accord with his obligation. Althongh he 
was ao strong favorite: in the betting he 
started under a strong impression well 
known that he did not expect to win, if in- 
deed he could last the race out. So strong, 
however, was his friends’ confidence in his 
ability, even under this adverse circum- 
stances, that they continued to pile their 
money vp on him. The race so far us he 
was concerned, resulted as he stated. He 
was taken sick in his boat and had to be 
assisted, It was won by-fhe colored 
phenomenon, Frenchy Johnson, in 21:39 ; 
Riley second, 21:36; followed by Elis 
Ward and Sullivan. This concludes this 
basty sketch up to the time of the Hanlan 
match, the particulars of which are too 
well known to require more than summariz- 
ing atour hands. After many meetings 
and propositions a conclusion was onally 
reached to row a five mile race at Lachine, 
near Montreal, for $2,500 a side, the 
citizens of Montreal adding $6,000 to the 
stake under the stipulation that it should 
be for the championship of America, a con- 
dition that was expressly proyided against 
in the original articles 
HANLAN’S RECORD, 

Although Hanlan’s career has been 
sketched and re-sketched in nearly all the 
Canadian journals, the following brief out- 
line of his record will not be without 
interest :— 

EDWARD HANLAN 

was born in Toronto, of Irish parents, on 
July 12th, 1855, and is oat now 
in his 28rd year. The Hanlans having 
taken up their residence on the sand-bar 
known “Toronto Island” when the lad 
was very young, he naturally became very 
familiar with tho use of the oar at an early 
date. His first appearance in a race Wwas 
made when he was 16 years of age, a8 one 
of a orew of fishermen. His companiona 
were Berry the colored oarsman, and Din- 
ning, and their opponents Patrick Gray 
and two others, 

In 1873 he first rowedin a shell, the 
contest being for the amateur cnampion- 
ship of Lake Ontario, and he was again 
victorious, defeating Sam. Williams and 
John MoKay. In 1874 he defeated 
Thomas Louden in aainglescull sace, for

The bank was established in 1539, and had 
filty to sixty branches, This is tho heaviest 
bank failure in Scotland since 1857, Other 
Scotch banks were asked for assistance, but 
after examining the books at a meeting yes- 
terday, refused todo more than redeem the 
note circulation of the bank, which is stated 
at three and a quarter millions. Tho failure 
has cansed great excitement throughout Scot- 
land and in the London Stock Exchange, 
whero there was a hoavy fall in Scotch Rail- 
Way securities in consequence of the pressure 
of Scotch holders to sell. Tho failure is gen- 
orally attributed to the resources being lock- 
ed up in bills, shares and debentures of var- 
jous kinds that were not roadily convertiblo. 
The Echo says the failure is not less than a 
national disaster, but as usual in such cases it 
had been forshadowed by innumerable occur- 
rences, and will bardly likely do more than 
bring down the commercial firms involved in 
the bill transactions which have over whelmn- 
ed the bank,

Graphic Pon-Victure of Memphis 
Under It. 


Half Untold Chapters of Utter 
Horror. 

Writing last Tuesday, a corresnondent 
of a Chicago papor gives the following hor 
riblo. 6Xperieonces in the foyer stricken 
South { 

[Tho general opinion of pordons couver- 
sont withthe facts is, that with this even- 
ingitho diseaso has oliuisxed, and that each 
day hereafter will witness a decrease in tho 
mortality rate and the number of cases. 
God, in Hia infinite morey, grant that this 
may bo so is the universal prayer through: 
out this broad land to-day. From those 
whovhave frionds leading tho van of philan- 
thropists in the field, from those who fool 
that toueh of sympathy which makes the 
whole World kin, may prayers ascend to the 
moroy seat that the hand of death bo stay- 
vd, and that tho few who aro spared may 
be blessed with roturning bealth and 
strength ! To-day has been asad day in- 
dood, and sixty-oight frosh-made graves 
have been added to the Potter's Field. The 
tky isclear to night, A fait br pomed 
ip from the broad bosom of the Father of 
Waters that cools the brow of many an ex- 
hausted sentinel in the army of humanity, 
and tho city, on which tho silvory rays of 
he autumn moon are shining, is as still 
sud pulseless as the death whieh is reigning 
in it, 

As Atated'in my despatches, it is ntterly 
impossible for these at a distance to impo 


fectly comprehend the situation here, 
language can fally illustrate the degre 
slestitation, affliction, and death, visible on 
every sido, La tho streets nothing can be 
seen save undertakers’ carts (hearses being 
& lnxury Aaccessiblo only at intervals), 
physicians hurrying in eyory direction, worn 
out,half sick,and depressed at the prospect, 
yet hurrying to relieve suffering,and nurses 
moving With-rapid pace to ‘‘be in at the 
death,” Such are the sights and the only 
sights that'réliove the complete and incom- 
parable monotony apparent at all points. 
street after at in empty asthe unmade 
yrave ; house after house tenantless and 
desolate, with naught but tho ‘scampering 
of rata or the mournfal howl: of an im- 
prisoned dog,lefe by its owner in the hurry 
of departure, indicate the existence of life. 
Everything about the city bears the impress 
of calamity, dissolution and_forgetfalness. 
Thisdsaxtrue of Adams, Vanco, Shelby 
and Poplar streots, where in time of health 
the heauty.and chivalry of Memphis reign 
supremo, asit is of “Happy-Hollow” and 
the ‘Hell's Half-Acre,” devoted to rim- 
inals, prostitutes, and-the incabation and 
commision of crime. Robeson street has 
been completely wiped out. 


Tho air is filled with the stench afising 
from the burning and decaying matter, 

»m tho disinfecting mediums employed, 
vainly as some believe, and with the pecul- 
iar odor of the disease itself. which cannot 
be likened to anything in the arcana of na- 
ture, but which can never be forgotten by 
those who haye inhaled the poison. These 
features of the city itself are reflected in 
the appearance of its permanent and tran- 
sientinhabitanta. Severally and collective- 
ly, though appalled at the dimensions and 
fatality of the disease, they aro the bravest 
of tho brave. 

At the corners of the’streots, in the lobby 
of the hotel, at an occasional saloon Kept 
open by the very neceasitios of the disease, 
knots of citizens, calloused to fear by the 
experience through which thoy are passing, 
meet when the day’s deaths are announced, 
and wonder if they are forsaken, and left 
to wrestle with the grim visitor unaided, 
They separate, called to the loved ones at 
home, to the caro of the sick clsowhore, to 
receive a dying message, or shrive 4 friend 
forthe tomb. The following morning one 
or more of them is reported ‘* dead,” and 
the question, ‘‘ What's necessary for his 
faneral ?” is asked almost without ceremony 
and with seeming haste. ‘* You'll go next,” 
is addressed to an acquaintance with feighed 
jocularity, and the prediction is nesrly al- 
ways verified. Sometimes the victims to 
the plague dio without care, and are buried 
obly when the stench arising from the de- 
oaying body indicates its location. 

As I writo this evening the air is filled 
with poisonous gases from the body of a 
negress. “Jenny,” who was omployed as 
cook in a hoarding house at tho corner of 
Third and Madison streots, Her remains 
aro supposed to havo lain where they were 
found—in a shed abutting on an alley to the 
rear of the Appeal Offlee—for nearly ten 
days, as that was the last time she was scon 
alive. Tho body bloated, and eaten by 
rats, presented a hideously repulsive ap- 
pearance, and the sickening stench is anly 
partially dissipated by a lump of camphor 
in front of me, This may seom improbable 
to the readers of the Z'ribune but it is true 
and more’s the pity. Sho was taken tothe 
Potter's Field as soon as the burial force 
could reach he remains, aud. the premises 
wherein she died are undergoing the process 
of fumigation. 

A short time back the house occipied by 
4 respectable resident of the nothern portion 
of the city, was noticed as “‘srnulling.” Upon 
entering the house the wife and mother was 
found occupying a chair in the centre of 
the room, with tho infant child, its lips 
fastened with its death grasp to the mothers 
nipple, dead and decomposing, The hus- 
band and fathor, on his back on the bed, 
had’ been dead some time with the vomit 
glued to tho coiling in black masses, as it 
eume-from his stomach. The aon lay dead 
on the floor, The dust upon the windows 
had boon several days gathering. For fear 
this picture may be doubted, I repeat it’s 
truth. 

Tim Hope, a man as woll known as tho 
city Government, buried his family last 
weok and followed them to Cavairy on 
Monday. Ho was the fairest illustration, itis 
said, of tho devil-may-care character of the 
Trish raco ever seen in Momphis. Impul-

By reason of the fact that the eldest son of 
the Duke of Argyll bears the title of the Mar- 
tis of Lorne, considerable confusion exists in 
the minds pf many as to tho true history of 
the ** Brooch of Lorn.” 

This brooch, which was perenee by the 
followers of the Lord of Lorn from the Bruce 
at the pass of Dalrie, was a war trophy of the 
MecDougalls, and not of the Campbells, Joha 
of Lorn, who harassed Bruce during that ro- 
treat, was dhief of the McDougalls, and the 
brooch is still in ponseasion of tho family at 
thoir ancient seat of Dunollie, near Oban.

COLLECTION OF TAXES FOR THE 
YEAR 1878. 


Passep 19th September, 1875. 


HEREAS the Taxes for Municipal pur-

4 which wo havo just passed. {ud they 
«}eon filled when the vacancies occurred | 
no one would have thought of disturbing 
“tho gentlomon named. Unless, as wo 
“aye before pointed out, where the posi- 
“tion in the Government has been used 
“ for mere party purposes, we should deoply 
« doplore to seo any officer appointed by 
“ Mr. Mackenzio during the last five years, 
« disturbed in his office. But the caso is 
« very different where vacancies have re- 
“ mained unfilled simply that they might 
« be kept dangling boforoaspirants for them 
*€ to spur thom to greater offorts during the 
elections. Tho Government. have used 
« yacancios as countors in the game ; they 
‘have lost, and they must not complain if 
«+ tho victors refuse to allow them now to 
«fill them up with their friends. We are 
‘inclined to think that in reference to 
‘such appointments, Mr. Mackenzie may 
‘© as well save his reputation, as it will 
“hardly be worth his while to forfeit it, 
‘€ without the chance of conferring any por- 
‘* manent benefit upon his friends.” 


Bellevillo has a parallel case. For 
months the important office of Collector 
of Customs was kept vacant for the purpose 
of strengthening the position of the Minis- 
terial Candidate for West Hastings. It 
was openly dangled before a number of 
the prominent supporters of the Govern- 
ment,cach of whom was in the expectation of 
receiving the appointment put forth the 
most stronuous efforts to elect their can- 
didate. From what we can learn we be- 
lieve it is the intention of Mr. Mackenzie 
¢0 fill this vacancy, He must not be sur- 
prised, therefore, if the incoming Govern- 
ment should cancel the appointment. As 
the Gazette very pointedly puts it, had 
this office been filled when the vacancy oc- 
curred, no one would have thought of in- 
terfering with the appointment, but when 
it has beon kept vacant for months simply 
to serve a party purpose, to be used as a 
counter in the desperate game they were 
playing ; the Government must no& com- 
plain if the victorious party interferes and 
cancels appointments made under such 
circumstances.

Children. |

You will like to hear how much like you | © 
all the children in the world haye been that 
lived long ago. 

There is a very, very old Pictish -house 
which has not had its inhabitants in it for 
many, many years, which was opened up 
lately, and in it was found a little toy-boat 
which luoka very like the boats that boys 
are playing with to-day on the same spot. 
Far away back, longer ago than you can 
think, thero lived in Switzerland a strange 
people called the lake-dwellers, because for 
safety they lived in huts built on poles 
drivon intothe bottom of the lakes. In 
Zurich they haye.the thir recently found 
in these ‘huts, and among them are some 
wooden dolls of the same shape as tho dolls | 


fondled by little girla nowadays. "I orice aaw 
a visitor mover to tears, in the muscum at 
| Naples, as he was looking at the curiosities 
dug out of Pompeil—a city which a barning 
mountain buried with its ashos many years 
| ago—and saw among,them a Jot of children’s 
sayings-banks, with a slit in the top to let in 
the money—because his own children had 
| such banks at home. ‘That toy-boat, those 
wooden dolls, and little sayings-banks all 
show how wonderfully like cach other child- 
| ren are all over the world, and in every age 
of the world. You differ a little from the 
children that used to live in the world long 
before you were born, in your clothes, in 
your way of speaking, and in the color of 
your skin, but their hearts had the very 
same kind of desires in them, and the very 
same warm love that yours have.. So leét 
us talk about the first two children the 
Bible tells us about, ‘Their story is like a 
| looking-glass ; that is, if you look steadily 
on it you may see some things in them 
which are just the same in you. Of course 
| I do not mean Adam and Eve, for though 
they aro the first two poople the Bible 
mentions, they were not the tirst two child- 
ren. ‘They were never spoken of as child- 
rep. Their parents are neyer named. It 
is said that God created then, Who, 
then, are the first two Bible children? You 
say at once, Cain and Abel. Yes, and 
it is of them I am going to speak. 


Lhe Bible is, in one thing, like some 
biographies, which give us in the firat pages 
portraits of those whose lives they describe. 
At the beginning of the Bible we have 
two specimens of boy-nature—the one good 
| andthe other bad. And as all boys are 
| just boys, the Bible stocy is for all time. 

A teacher who lived many years ago used 
to give his scholars a sort of object lesson. 
He drew on the sand a gigantic Y, and by 
it explained temptation, virtue, and vice. 
The bottom of the letter he took for his 
starting point. He showed that there was 
one plain path up to the points where the 
two limbs parted. There the tempted tra- 
veller stood, considering which of the two 
ways he would take, the wrong way of vice 
on the left, or the right path of virtue on 
the right. We may also use that letter as 
a picture of the history of the first two boys, 
for they walked together for a while, and 
then each took a different way, and so, as 
you see in the two arms of the letter they 
came to different endings. 

It is likely that 10 two brothers were ever 
80 much together as these two little fellows 
were, For a while they were the only chil- 
dren in the world.. They had the same 
home, the same training, the same sports, 
the same everything. Think what these 
wondering children inust have seen and 
heard! They lived near Eden—still in the 
district of Eden, though not in the Garden 
of Eden. They played, perhaps, within 
sight of that lovely spot. Tho rivers in 
which they fished most likely ran through 
it. When the quickwitted boys asked their 
many questions about God, and Satan, and 
the Fall,how solemnly, how feelingly, would 
Adam and Eve make reply !) Whatlessons 
the lids were taught together ! How near, 
how real every Divine thing would be to 
them, 

We should have thought that brothers so 
united would never part ; yet part they did, 
and their two ways came to be as far apart 
as right is from wrong. And how was 
this! The spirit in each explains it all. 
They gave way to different feeliugs; one 
tried to live what was best in him, the 
other what was worst. One .sought to 
please God;the other sought to please him- 
self, ‘The way Of Cain” was the way of 
one who had only,the form of religion, and 
nothing more. He hadsthe right form ; he 
worshipped like Abel, and his religion cost 
a great deal ; but it had no life,no heart,no 
reality init, A man once showed me how 
he made thé Wax figurés that he exhibited, 
| Half a handful of wax was enough to give 
| a thin covering to their hands and faces, 
| aud underneath that all was madg of more 

straw und shavings. So Cain's religion 
| vas all. a show; it was but skin-deep ; 
|yehat was seen by man Jooked right, but 
self and sin filled the heart. Or it was 
| likea bad nut which cheats you in the woods 
in Autumn, which has a beautiful shell but 
no kernel or only a rotten one. Even 
| while he stood offering God his sacrifice 
and asking for God’s morcy,thoughts of re- 
| venge towards his brother were in his 
heart. 
| Wo know ‘the way of Cain’ by another 
mark—he was a godless youth among tho 
| godly. The son of penitent Adam and Evo, 
the brother of saintly Abel, who could have 
| believed that ho would ono day kill his 
brother? After that, we need not wonder 
that some children of Christian parents 
turn out ill; for when young folks break 
through the bonds of a pious parentage and 
brotherhood, there is no saying to what sad 
lengths they may go. It is a most wooful 
thing for any one deliborately to refuse to 
tako his father's God: as bis God, or his 
| mother’s Saviour ashis Saviour. That was 
what Cain did in hfs heart.

‘At longth wo are ablo to congratulate the 
people of the city on what may bo regarded 
‘as the certainty that the Grand Junotion 
Railway will bo completed at as early & 
date as possible. For four years the 
scheme has lain dormant, the portion of 
the line completed being utterly useless 
and falling into a bad state of repair, Tho 
reason of this state of allairs was that no 
contractor of financial ability would take 
hold of the work of completion, although 
many were corresponded with on the aub- 

ject, because the Belleville bonus of $50,- 
000 was not payable until the completion 
of the line to Poterborough. Mr. Bick- 
ford, whose large financial interest in the 
Grand Junction is well known, having as80- 
cjatod with him Messrs. McDougall & Cowan 
of Montreal, well known capitalists of the 
highest standing, taken the contract to 
complete the Belleville North 
Hastings Railway, induced to 
consider a proposition for the com- 
pletion of the Grand Junction. This 
work Mr. Bickford and his associates 
agrood to undertake on tho following con- 
ditions ; ‘The line to be completed to 
Campbellford this season, to the water's 
edge at Hastings by the Ist of August, 
1878, provided that one-half of the Belle- 
ville bonus ($25,000) be made payable on 
the completion of tho road certified by the 
Government engineer to Hastings, they 
‘binding themselves to equip and operate 
the line to Hastings, and agrecing to com- 
plete it to the town of Peterborough at as 
early a date as possible. Messrs. Bickford 
& Co. also agreed that if the City Council 
would by resolution alter the terms and 
co) ons of the bonus By-law as propos- 
ed, they would commence the work of con- 
struction at once, and in addition pay all 
costs for the passage through the Legis- 
jature of an Act to legalize the action of 
the City Council’in the promises, 
This, proposition, formally embodied in 
‘a contract drawn in the most binding man. 
ner, was submitted to the City Council at 
a special meeting, and after the promoters 
‘of the enterprise had been heard, was re- 
ferred to the Finauce Committee for con- 
sideration, the report of their dgliberations 
to be presented at another meeting on Fri- 
day night. This report, which recom- 

+ mends the acceptance of tle proposition, 
and which appears in foll in our report of 
the proceedings of the Council, was debat- 
ed at considerable length, and was finally 
adopted by the overwhelming majority of 
13 to d, as was also a resolution giving ef- 
fect to its recommendation, so that the 
obstacle which stood in the way of the 
completion of this great enterprise has at 
length been removed. 


Tho Aldermen are to be congratulated 
on their action, of which we have no doubt 
a very large majority of the people will 
heartily approve. By their vote of last 
night they have secured the completion and 
operation of the road by men whose skill 
and standing sre undoubted, and thereby 
have largely conduced to the interests of 
the city. The contractors are men of en- 
ergy, asia evidenced by the manner in 
which they have pushed on work on the 
North Hastings line, and as they have re- 
ceived 2,000 tons of steel rails, they are in 
& position to complete the work which they 
have undertaken within the time specified.

A STRANGE FACT IN NATURAL 

About thirty miles northwest of Winni- 
peg there exists a large upheaval of lime- 
stone. ‘This strange mountain of rock 
stands on the level and stoneless prairie, 
and is about eighty feet high and nearly a 
mile in diameter ; the rock is level on top 
and covered with gravelly earth. It is on 
this strange clevation that the penitentiary 
has been erected. But the natural curios- 
ity for which this ruck is celebrated is a 
subterranean recess extending towards the 
interior. To this cave all the snakes from 
the immense extent of encircling prairie 
congregate to spend the winter months. 
How 80 many thousand reptiles of appar- 
ently all ages and sizes know where to find 
the only available shelter from the extreme 
cold of a northern winter, it is not easy to 
discover, but it is certain that on the ap- 
proach of cold weather all the snakes with- 
in many miles of Serpent’s Cave repair to 
their winter home, where they spend the 
time in retirement, to emergo in the spring 
from their seclusion and scatter over the 
surrounding prairie. 

During the mild weather of last winter, 
some of the convicts of the penitentiary 
were set to work to build a wall around the 
entrance to the cave. When the time ar- 
rived for the snakes to seek thcir summer 
haunts they found their progress impeded, 
and soon the strange gathering was increas- 
ed by fresh arrivals from the interior, until 

thousands of snakes were racing and 
ling around the entrance, vainly seek- 
an opening in the wall. Heads with 
small eyes and red tongues were projected 
in hundreds from every ice in the rock, 
and a me ing was kept up. 
On the occasion of our visit to this remark- 
able congregation of reptiles, we were re- 
minded vf Milton’s description of the le- 
gions of devils which were transformed in- 
to serpents, only in tho present case the 
snakes were not so large as thosa described 
by the poet, but the hissing must have 
been equal to that spoken of in Paradise 
Lost.

The Dairy and Poultry Interest. 


In the proceedings of the National Butter, 
Cheese and Egg Association at the annual 
meeting held at Chicago in March last, I 
find the following statictics :

How to Gather Late Apples. 
The following suggestions on the care of 
late apples is from the Practical Farmer : 
Hand-picking should always be restored 
to, especially with winter apples, else the 
fruit will not keep long or present a salable 
appearance when laid down in the market 
forsale. Some few varieties ripen irregu- 
larly,and shall be gathered accordingly. In 
most cases the latter varieties of apples 
should be left until late so as to fully color 
up, when they should be carefully hand- 
picked, only the sound, unpicked ones be- 
ing taken. -A bag, with two of the ex- 
treme corners drawn neatly together, and 
slung over right shoulder and hanging un- 
der the left arm is the most convenient 
thing to pick in, as it is readily used either 
on the tree or when the picker stands ona 
ladder. When the bag is fall of apples are 
carefully emptied into baskets convenient- 
ly near, and the bag filled again. When 
the fruit is picked, conyey it to the frnit 
room, which should remain till 
the time arrives for picking. While 
picking, after they are picked, and before 
they are removed to the fruit room, 
keep the apples in the shade. While 
some persons, new to the business, do 
not think it makes much difference if the 
fruit is a lictle mixed,we have always found 
it is best to keep the Varieties separate and 
t them the same way, even though 
the quanity be smalJ, And this is why we 
have adyocated,continually,planting butfew 
varieties, and those the best, for when the 
trees come into bearing you have enough of 
each sort to make a fair marketing, which 
would not be the case if many varicties,and 
but few trees of each variety, were planted. 
| In picking apples they should not be barell- 
ed until they are free from moisture or 
dampness on the outside.else they will soon 
decay, become damaged, and be unsaleable. 
Tho barrel should be filled rather more 
than even full, and the head then pressed 
into place with a screw and appliance for 
the purpose. By this means the apples are 
prevented from being bruised in handling 
| the barrels in transportation

COLLECTION OF TAXES FOR THE 
YEAR 1878. 


Passep 19th September, 1875, 


HERBAS tho Taxes for Municipal puc- 

W poses for tho City of Belleville for the 

year 1878 aro rated at 15 mills on the dollar, 

and the Taxes for School purposes are ratod 
at 4} mills on the dollar : 


Therefore the Municipal Council of the City 
«f Belleville onacta as follows :— 


1, Items of taxation under Ten Dollars shall 
bo DUE and PAYABLE on thio FIRST day of 
NOVEMBER noxt after the passing hereof.

The foot must be carefully examined,and 
| every vestige of loose or partially detached 
horn pared off. To carry out this literally 
| will sometimos involve cutting away tho en- 
| tire hoof, or the yreator part thereof, still 
it must be done in order to save the animal's 
life. Tho reason for this is, that the horn, 
once separated from its natural attachments, 
nover will again unite, and instead of doing 
so,has a tendency to induce further sopara- 
tion,as it acts for a foreign body,and canses 
pain and inflammation, and originates fun- 
gua sproutings,

. portion of the horn 
which has either 


eparated or haga ten- 
donoy to become any fungus 
growths which appear must be removed 
wumméfily with a pair of sharp scissors. 
Wash the foot then with a solution of lime, 
in the proportion of one pound of powder 
to a gallon of water. ‘This will remove the 
footor, and any tendency there may be to 
sloughing and mortfication, which are fro- 
quently found to complicate the treatment 
of foot rot. Where any fungoid or proud 
flesh exists, apply with a pivce of tow, fast- 
ened to a stick, some murtate of antimony. 
Moriate-of antimony is one of the best lo- 
cal applications we have ; it is effectual as 
a superficial caustic. It readily combines 
with the natural fluids of the part whire it 
is applied Fit becomes diluted, and has no 
injurious effect, as most other “caustics 
would, Where much of the horn has been 
1omoved, wrap the foot in tow, having pre- 
viously greased the foot to prevent them 
sticking to cach other. Keep thé sheep 
where there is considerable straw, so they 
will not have to stepon hard ground. If 
the animal is sent back to moist pasture, 
the disdase will again return, The foot 
should be dressed daily, and any separat- 
ing horn remoyed, and the antimony appli- 
ed to any fungus which may appear ; also 
apply the caustic to the new horn, if it is 
soft and |Habby, but not otherwise. As 
soon as the animal can walk conveniently, 
turn her Into highland dry pasture. The 
convalescent sheep should not be premitted 
to join the flock until they are perfectly 
well, the’discharge from the feet being in- 
fectious. Prof, Dick and others dehy this, 
still many have, from observation, atlirmed 
thatit is infectious.

Holding up Milic. 


A writer thus explains the reason why 
cows do not “give down” at times ; The bag 
or udder is divided into four parts entirely 
distinct from each other, except that they 
are held togethor by mombraneous ligaments 
The milkin each is held in confluent tubes 
like the roots of a tree, are all contracted 
into one, just above the teat—the milk en- 
tering that funnol-shaped organ by a single 
channel, Justas the upper end of the teat 
the walls of this channel are contracted,and 
the contraction is surrounded by a band of 
muscular fibers. The will of the cow can 
operate on this band, contracting or ¢xpand- 
ing it at pleasure making it operate liké a 
valyo, At the junction of each smaller 
tubo-witha larger one isa similar contrac- 
tion and band also under control of will. 
Ordinarily these bands are contracted {as 
in the neck of the bladder) so that the 
mak has to crowd its way through them to 
get from the smaller into the larger tubes. 
This is an admirable arrangement for sus- 
taining the weight of the milk equally in 
all parts of the udder, and preventing it 
from pressing heavily upon the teats, When 
the uddervis full, ifthe milk is drawn out 
of the teats, relioving the presure in them, 
ib requires a vigorous effort of the »will of 
the cow to prevent the pressuré above 
from crowding the milk down to fill the 
yacancy. If the udder is only partly filled, 
she -\ can hold the milk back 
moro easily; and the less there is in 
it, the more easily can she maintain the ten- 
sion of the muscular band necessary to pre- 
vent entirely the milk from flowing through 
them. When the milker first takes hold of 
the teat and begins to milk, the excitement 
causes the cow to contract the band ¥o firm- 
ly as to hold’ back the milk perfectly for a 
time. But presently the vigorous contrac- 
tion will begin toslacken and the milk will 
begin to pour through, and if all is quiet 
she will relax the bands fully, when the 
milk all settles down upon the teats, and if 
quickly drawn it can all be milked out to 
the very last drop. But this perfect relaxa- 
tion will only last for a short time. Lf the 
milk is not soon extracted she will begin to 
tighten up the muscular bands again. ond 
tho last part will be held back and perman- 
ently retained, when the milker probably 
thinks he has got it all, because it stops 
coming. A cow should therefore be milked 
quickly as well as quietly. A calf will draw 
milk in threé minutes, and a milkorshould 
come as near that time as possible. Jf the 
time of milking is much prolonged sho will 
become impatient, and be sure not to “give 
down” perfeotly,.

The Durani Monarchy. 


| An Historical Sketch of the Rise 
and Fortunes of the Afghans. 


| Wars of Defence and Offence—The 
Logic of Past Events. 


(From the London Standard.) 


At the present moment, when the queg- 
tion of our relations with Afghanistan is so 
prominently before us, it may be interest 
ing to recall the history of the ruling house 


point of ¢ atching an embassy. In the 
year 1747 Ahmed Khan, Abdah, founded 
in Afghanistan the mouarchy of the Durnis. 
Tho great Persian conqueror, Nadir Shad, 
had oven murdered in that year, and it was 
on the ruins of his Empieo that Ahmed 
Khan founded the modern stato of Afghan- 
istan, When Nadir Shah, many years be- 
fore, laid siege to Candahar, he rescued 
from the Ghiljie clan the youthful Ahmed 
who had become either their hostage or 
prisoner: This young chieftain, for he was 
the head of the Sudosye branch of the great 
Abdail clan, thereupon, either in gratitude 
to his deliverer, or eager to take part in 
the great wars of the conqueror, teok ser- 
vice under Nadir Shah, and bore a promi- 
nent part in all these campaigns which 
made Persia mistress of Western Asia. 
But no sooner had Nadir died than Ahmed 
defied his feeble successor at Teheran, and 
sot up an in ident and rival authority 
at Candabar, It was then that he gave a 
new style to his dynasty, which becomo 
known neither as Abdah or Sudosye, but 
as Durani, from the toparch’s title of 
Dari-i-Duran, that is, the Pearl of the 
Age."’ The year after his coronation, Ah- 
med Khan invaded JnJia ; but in a battle 
which took place at Sirhind, continued dur- 
ing eleven days, he was defeated by Almed 
Shah, the eldest son of the Great Mogul. 
But in 1851 Ahmed Khan returned and 
Mooltan ond Lahore were formally ceded 
to him. In 1756, Ahmed IGhan was atfacked 
in his new poseessions by the Vizier Ghazi- 
ud-deen, for a third time crossed the Indus 
in person and, defeating the assailing army, 
pressed on aguinst Delhi itself) which he 
entered and sacked. Ahmed Khan then 
turned his attention to Persia, from which 
he wrested the rich province of Khorasan. 
But while his personal attention had 
been directed toward the West, his arms 
had become dimmed by disaster in the 
East. He had left as his representative 
in the Panjab his eldest son, Timour Beg, 
and at this time his army retained posses- 
sion of Delhi, A coalition was formed be- 
tween Ghazi-ud-deen and the Mahrattas, 
and Delhi was won back from the Afghans, 


‘Vhe Punjab was then invaded, aud Timour 


Beg, after a severe defeat outside 
was compelled to'cross the 
was jn 1758. Ahmed Khan at once hasten- 
ed back to Cabul, and there assembled 
from all parts of his empire troops for the 
purpose of regaining the Punjab, ‘Toward 
the close of the year 1759 he crossed the 
Indus, and commenced the most brilliant 
of all his campaigns by «direct advance 
inst Lahore. The Mahratta Princes 
cindiah and Holkar were the mainstay of 
the Indian army, but their divisions, which 
combined might have overthrown the Af- 
ghan, were separated from cach other. 
With extraordinary rapidity Ahmed attack- 
ed and routed the army of Scindiah, and 
then, following up his victory by a move 
against Holkar, drove that chief in con- 
fusion before him until he at last turned 
to bay, only to be driven in hopeless con- 
fusion from the field, The tactics by which 
Alunéd Khan overthrew the two Mahratta 
chiefs were identical with those employed 
so auccessfully by Napileon forty years 
later on, and would alone entitle the Af- 
ghan monarch to a high rank” among great 
generals. Yot the powerof the proud 
Malhrattas was far from broken. The 
Peishwa placed himself with all his influ- 
ence in the van of the host that was to 
aver the recent disasters and to drive 
nto their mountain fastnesses those 
audacious tribes who had pillaged thecities 
of Hindostan. Nor was that army compos- 
ed exclusively of Mahrattas. There were 
jpoot princes and their swarms of 
cavalry, the Pindaris, and the Jauts ; all 
combined presenting, most formidable 
appearance, they representing, as had never 
been represented before, or since perhaps, 
the Hindoo force of the great country, In 
nombers it was computed to be almost 
threo hundred thousand strong, yet there 
were those within its ranks who hod mis- 
givings, and who believed that it was ill 
adapted to cope with the antagonist against 
whom they were advancing with such a 
light heart. 

Delhi fell at once before their arms, but 
the ontrages committed by order of the 
Peishwa’s cousin disgusted many of the al- 
lies. The Rajpoots and Jauta in particular 
withdrew, thn leaving the army of defence 
almost. exclusively Mabratta. Nor was 
Ahmed Khan without allies, for the Nabob 
of Oude and the Rohillas fought on his side, 
Tlie rival hosts, which numbered on oither 
side about two hundred thousand fighting 
men, approached each other in the latter 
days of 1760 on tho historic plains of Pani- 
put.

This may have been a tribal 
hatred, although it is more probable that it 
Was @ personal one ; at all events Mahmoud, 
brother of Zeman, availed himself of it to 
advance liniself to the throne. A’ palace 
| intrigue resulted in the deposition of Zaman 
jand the installation of Mahmoud, with 

Futti Mahomed as his “mayor of the 
palace.” Not content with deposing Za- 
man, Mahmond put his eyes out, and then 
permitted him to take up his residence in 
Britisli India. But on this occasion *his 
triumph was brief. Whether the Afghan 
people were hostile to him or disguated by 
tho cruel treatment of his brother, wo are 
not aware, but ho was expelled in 1803,and 
his younger brother, Snja-ul-Mulk, was 
crowned in his ple Suja-nl-Mulk reign- 
ed on until 1809, when Mr, Mountstuart 
Elphinstone was sent on a tnission to Cabul 
by the Indian rnment, and negotiated 
our first treaty with that State, 

Shortly after our representative left the 
country fresh disturbances broke out, and 
Shoja-nl-Mulk was deposed. Tho Baruksye 
chief played the principal part in this ris- 
ing, and placed Shah Mahinond once more 
upon the throne. Bot Mahmond, instead 
of feeling grateful to his champion, was 
filled with vague alarms lest he might be- 
come a victim to the ambition of Futti 
Mahomed. We accordingly arrested that 
chief and caused hin’ to be first blinded 
and then slain. That-nct, instead of avert- 
ing the danger, precipitated it, for the 
Baruksyo clan at once rose in arms, vow- 
ing vengeance upon the murderer of their 
chief, Futti Mahonied had left twenty 
brothers to avenge his death, and they did 
not fail to do so, . Mahmoud waa ousted 
from every portion of his posseasions ex- 
cept Herat, where ho and his son long 
maintamed a sort of independence; and 
Afghanistan was divided among. the Bar- 
uksye brothers. But it was no longer the 
Durani monarchy in exteut. Tbe Persians 
had regained’ Khorasan sodn after the 
death of Ahmed, and now the Sikhs ab- 
sorbed the Punjaub and Cashmere, while 
Scinne rose to independence under its 
Ameers. Of all the brothers of Futti Ma 
homed, Dost Mahomed was by far the 
most able, and gradually his authority 
spread over the districts of Cabul, Ghizul 
and Candshar, He also held for a brief 
space the Peshawar Valley. 


In the meanwhile, Runject Sing and his 
large Sikh army, trained by European of- 
fioers, were agyrandizing themselves out of 
the remnants of the old Durani monarchy, 
and Dost Mahomed was far too much en- 

aged in spreading his own authority in 
‘abul itsel€ to be able to defend his trans- 
Indos provinces. In 1823 Runjeet Sing 
had overrun the Peshawur Valloy, but so 
urent was the resistance of the hill men 
that he thought it best to rule that strip of 
country through Yar Mahomed, one of 
Dost Mahomed'a ‘brothers. In 1829 this 
Vassal of the Sikhs was slain during an in- 
road of the Yusuisac clan under a fanati- 
cal Mussulman, His place was taken by a 
Sikh general Ventura, a Frenchman, and 
one of ‘Napoleon's old ‘offic In 1836 
Dost Mahomed had so far established his 
power and the name of the Durani_mon- 
archy that-ho resolyed to, put himself at the 
head of a Mohammedan coalition against 
tho Sikhs. In numbers and military en- 
thosiasm the Afghan force that assembled 
on the plain of Peshawnr seemed capable 
of recovering all those provinces, which 
only disunion had lost. But the same dis- 
} union was an active living force oven in 
this army, which was nominally influe 
by nothing more than the purest relig 
zonal, An American adventurer, named 
Yarlan, despatched by Runjoct Sing 
sow dissensions in the ranks of the A 
army, accomplished as inuch by bri 
and promise as could have been achieved 
by a great victory. One brother of Dost 
ahomed withdrew with no fewer than 
anid troops, and so on with the 
ole allied chieftains. The vaunted 
army, recruited from a large portion of the 
| Mohammedan world, melted away before 
| the specious arguments of an American 
| adventurer from Now Orleans. Later on 
| Akbar Khan did dofeat Hurree Sing, one 
of the ablest of tho Sikh generals, who 
| died on tlie field of “battle, but the Sikh 
| sopromacy remained unquestioned when 
the Indian goyornment resolyed to aupport 
tho cause of Shyj-ul-Mulk, who had been 
resting all these years within our terri 
tory.

PROPOSED NEW ADMINISTRATION. 


ITALY STURDILY PROTESTS. 


Roms, Oct. 7.—As soon as the Italiana Goy- 
eroment was apprised of the intention to give 
au international character to the Egyptian 
Administration it sent representations to the 
Khediye and to the Paris and London Goy- 
ermenta declaring that Italy should be con- 
sidered in the arrangements, as she has many 
intoreata to protect in Egypt, The. Khedive 
replied that Italy's claim would be just if an 
international administration was intended, 
but though some foreigners might enter the 
Cabinet they have no foreign oflicial character 
and he was determined to maintain complete 
independence of the Kgyptian Administration. 
England and France revlied that the appoint- 
ment of Eoglish and French subjects was 
merely an act of courtesy, not of political 
significance. Italy, nevertheless, insists that 
her rights and interests be respected.

For the InteNigencer. 

Now that there is a probability of the tarifl 
being adjasted to guard such industries as are 
not sufficiently protected, and goods such as 
aro extensively imported could be profitably 
manufactured in our own country, is it not 
well for our City to be soon in the field, and 
offer inducements to start, and continue, en- 
torprises that would permanently establish 
themaclves here? It may be a matter for con- 
sideration whethe: to cnconrago a few large 
manufactures, or to hold out inducements to 
a number of smaller ones, 

It will be necessary, however, before agree- 
ing to grant a bonus, that sufficiont gnarantecs 
be given as to the amount the Companies or 
individuals are to expend’ in buildings and 
plant, and the number of hands they are to 
employ. 

A notably good plan has been adopted in 
Oshawa, which I think is a good precedent to 
go by.

“BY-LAW No 421. 


A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
COLLECTION OF TAXES FOR THE 
YEAR 1878, 


Passep 19th September, 1875, 


\ ipa the Taxes for Municipal puc- 
poses for tho City of Belleville for the 
year 1878 are rated at 15 mills on the dollar, 
and tho Taxes for School purposes are rated 
at 4} mills on the dollar : 


“‘Phorefore the Municipal Council of the City 
cf Belleville enacts as follows :— 


1. Items of taxation under Ton Dollars shall 
be DUB and PAYABLE on the FIRST day of 
NOVEMBER next after the passing heroof. 


2. All other Taxes for 1878 shall te DUE 
and PAYABLE on the TWENTIETH day 
of OCTOBER next after the passage hereof, 


3. 1t shall be the duty of the Treasurer to 
give public notice in at least two nowspapers 
publishod in the City of Belleville forthwith, 
after the passing of the By-Law, andit is 
hereby onacted, that payment of taxes under 
the first section of this By-law may be made 
to the Treasuror of the City of Bellevillo ot 
his office, or to the Collector or Collectors ap- 
pointed for the yor at any time before the 
said first day of November without any ad- 
dition thereto, and that payment of taxes un- 
dor the secon« section of this By-law may be 
made to the Treasuror at his office or to the 
said Collector or Collectors at any time before 
the said twentieth day of October without 
any ad‘lition thoreto, and an addition of three 
per cent. shall be made and collected on 
every tax, rato or assessment levied for the 
year 1878 remaining unpaid on and after 
the twontieth day of December next, after 
the passage hereof; and it shall be the 
duty of the Collector or Collectors appointed 
for the year immediately aftor the said sever- 
al days appointed for payment as aforesaid 
to collect ut once under the provisions of che 
statutes in that behalf all such taxes or in- 
stalmonta of taxes, rates and assessments as 
have not been paid on or before the said se- 
voral days appointed for payment as afore- 
said, together with the said percentage charge 
of three per cent upon the amount of overy 
such unpaid tax, rate or assessment, if said 
per centage charge be then payable, giving in 
no case a longer grace than ten days, Pro- 
vided that nothing herein contained shall af- 
fect or diminish the right of any Collector 
or Collectors appointed for the year, 
in every case where he may consider it 
expedient after a proper demand has been 
made to proceed at any time before the said 
several days appointed for payment as afore- 
said, with the Collection of any taxes by dis- 
tress and sale, under the provisions of the As- 
peeat Law relative to Collectors and their 

luties. 


4. Ratepayers who on or before the said 
twentioth day of October, shall be entitled to 
4 reduction of threo per cent on the amount 
of said taxes, if all paid on or bofore the said 
twentieth day of October and a like reduction 
of three per cent shall be made on all items 
under ten dollars which are paid on or before 
the said firat day of November, the day ap- 
pointed for payment of the samo,

5. Ratepayers who are ontered on tho said 
Collector's Roll for the year 1878 for arreara 
2 _ taxes on land or nan owned or occu- 
pied by thom shall be entitled to a redaction 
of peace cent, upon payment of the same to 
the said Treasurer or Collector on or beforo 
tho twentieth day of December next after the 
passing hereof.

This what the J’ost says; No student 
of the art of vivlont ven er oan fail 
to remark the weakness, the feebleness,the 
utter tamenoss, indeed, of British invective 
when compared with the American pro- 
duct. There isa disappointing absence of 
vigor, a lawontablo lack of imaginative 
power in the epithets of these British 
statesmen which show how inferior tho 
Briton is to his more robust consin upon 
this sido of the water, Thus Mr.Gladstono 
with ‘Turkey an ‘insane convention.” 
Compare this with the characterization of 
our Constitution, by a freo-born American 
citizen, as ‘a league with hell and a com- 
pact with Satan,” or words to that ettect. 
Lord Beaconatield’s retort, that Mr. Glad- 
atone is “a sophistiosl rhetorician, inobrint- 
ed with the exuberance of his own ver- 
bosity,” was in its turn an evidenco. of 
British feebleness. It was only a ponder- 
ous paraphrase of the pithy western ox- 
pression'‘he talks too much with his mouth.” 
So when one of Mr. Gladston’s followers 
wanted to call the worst sort of names, he 
spoke of Lord Beaconsfield as ‘ this Me- 
phistopheles,” thereby evincing what would 
be called in some parts of this country 
“‘mealymouthedness” of the most fatal 
character. Not in this hesitating way did 
a western editor once deal with an oppon- 
ent of whom he said ; **He would dig up 
his grandmother's bones and make dice out 
of them with which to gamble on her tomb- 
stone for counterfeit copper cents, with 
Satan for an opponent.’"

China .will make a vigorous war on

Governors and leading 
generals are required to submit plans 
which shall effectually do away with the 
use of opium, and certain pains and pen- 
alties, of the usual Celestial type, in case 
of failure, are affixed to their instructions. 
A large hospital for the cure of opium- 
eaters has been established at Hong Kong, 
and other institutions of the kind are in 
contemplation. 


A pretty ample list might be made of 
men who have owed their succesa in life 
to some well timed jest. Prince Menschi- 
koff earned his position at the Court of the 
Czar Nicholas entirely by his caustic wit ; 
and Marshal Junot, while still a young 
subaltorn, attracted the attention of the 
Commander-in-Chief by coolly observing, 
as an Austrian shell scattered earth over 
the dispatch he was writing at the letter’s 
dictation, ‘‘It’s very kind of them to ‘sand’ 
our letters for us.” Tho traditions of the 
English Navy have preserved another in- 
stance of the kind well worth quoting. 
When the Duke of Clarence, afterwards 
William IV., went down to Portsmouth 
to inspect the British seventy-fours, the 
guide allotted to him was a battered old 
Lieutenant with one eye, who, lacking a 
“friend at Court” had sorved for years 
without promotion. As the veteran re- 
mored his hat to salute his royal visitor, 
the latter remarked his baldness, and said 
jestingly, ‘I see, my friend, you have not 
spared your hair in your country’s service,” 
“Why, your Royal Highness,” answered 
the old ‘‘salt,’’ ‘so many young fellows have 
stepped over my head that it’s a wonder 
I’ve got any hair left." The Duke laughed 
loudly at his professional joke, buat he 
made a note of the old man’s name at the 
same time, and afew days after the latter 
was agreeably surprised to receive his ap- 
pointment as Captain.

Another French Murder. 


(Paris letter: tos the Dublin 
Journal.) 


The Abbe Lerredde, rector of Ardon, in 
the department of the Aisue, anil previous- 
ly vicar of St. Ambroise, in Paris, was most 
brutally ‘assassinated last’ Sunday.

91. 


A BY-LAW TO» PROVIDE FOR THE 
COLLECTION OF TAXES FOR THE 
YEAR 1875, 


Passep 19th September, 1878. 


W! EAS the Taxes for Municipal pac 
poses for the City of Belleville for the 
year 1878 aro rated at 15 mills on the dollar, 
and the Taxes for School purposes are rated 
at 4} mills on the dollar : 


‘Therefore the Municipal Council of the Oity 
of Belleville enacts as follows 


1, Items of taxation under Ten Dollars shall 
be DUE and PAYABLE on the FIRST day of 
NOVEMBER next after the passing hereof. 


2, All other Taxes for 1878 shall te DUE 
and PAYABLE on the TWENTIETH day 
of OCTOBER next after the passage hereof, 


3. Lt shall be the duty of the Treasurer to 
give public notice in at least two x 
publishod in the City of Belleville forth . 
after the passing of the By-Law, aod it is 
hereby enacted, that payment of taxes under 
the first section of this By-law may be made 
to tho Treasurer of tho City of Belleville at 
his office, or to the Collector or Collectors ap- 
pointed for the yeyr at any time before the 
said first day of November without any ad- 
dition thereto, and that payment of taxes un- 
der the second section of this By-law may be 
made to the Treasurer at his office or to the 
said Collector or Collectors at any time before 
the said twentieth day of October without 
any addition thereto, and an addition of three 
per cent. shall be made and collected on 
every tax, rate or assessment levied for the 
year 1878 remaining unpaid on and after 
the twenticth day of Docember next, after 
the passage hereof; and it shall be the 
duty of the Collector or Collectors appointed 
for the year immediately after the said sever. 
al days appointed for payment as aforesaid 
to ‘collect at once under the provisions of che 
statutes in that behalf all such taxes or in- 
stalments of taxes, rate and assessments as 
have not been paid on or bofore the sail he- 
veral days appointed for payment as afore- 
said, together with the said percentage charge 
of threo per cent upon the amount of every 
such unpaid tax, rate or assessment, if said 
per centage charge be then payable, giving in 
no caso a Jonger grace than ten days, Pro- 
vided that nothing herein contained sha!l af 
fect or diminish the right of any Collector 
er Collectors appointed for the year, 
in every case where he may consider it 
expedient after a proper demand has been 
mado to proceed at any time before the said 
several days appointed for payment as afore- 
said, with the Collection of any taxes by dis- 
tress aud sale, under the provisions of the As- 
seasmont Law relative to Collectors and their 
duties. 


4. Ratepayers who onor before the said 
twentieth day of October, shall be entitled to 
a reduction of three per cent on the amount 
of said taxes, if all paid on or before the said 
twentieth day of October and a like redaction 
of three per cent shall be made on all items 
under ten dollara which are paid on or before 
the said first day of Noyember, the day ap- 
pointed for payment of the same. 


5. Ratepayers who are entered on the said 
Collector's Roll for the year 1878 for arrears 
> taxes on land or premises owned or occu- 
pied by them shall be entitled to a reduction 
of ten per cent, upon payment of the same to 
the said Treasurer or Collector on or before 
the twentieth day of Decémbor next after the 
passing hereof,

‘Vho Palais des Votes,as itis baptised, is peculiar 
in its architecture, and has been dubbed “Byzan- 
tine Renaissance of the 19th tury,” but it is 
a very atriking building 1 in pepartions, 
capped with two clegant towers, and occupics a 
most imposing posit: The approach to it is 
especially atriking ; in front is the largest basin 
of water containing the grandest fonatain in all 
Paris. The Water is not spouted out of shells, 
nor out ofthe mouths of amphibious, mythical, 
or any Ovher kind of Animas, but ia thrown up 
in a grand gerbe, or sheaf, from a masa of bronze 
bulrushes. Lr the centre is one fine jet, and all 
around falls the impid and »parkling we 
exijuixite carves, breaking into spray.and retlect- 
ing the sunshine with the most varied and beau 
tiful effects This fountain is alone worth com- 
ing to Paris to see. ‘The basin is probably one 
hundred feet in diameter, and the fountain is 
quite large enough for such a basin. Around the 
former is a broad band of bri!liant flower, out 
aide this, again an emeral sht’ iron 
fence, and again, beyon circular 
promenade with adouble row of trees. Oppo- 

this grand fountain is the great Sa 

es, not, however, visible from this, th 
‘Ewo grand entrances, one on ench side of 
the central portion, lead into noble yestibules, 
the roof supported by massive polished pillars of 
Jura stone, with handsomely sculptured capitals 
, and ‘between these some pieces of 
bronze, including a fin: nddha from 
Japan, Krom these vestibules, doors lead into 
the, grahdsaal/e,or amphitheatre, The decora: 
tions of this salle are light and effective, Right 
and left of this gixantic central body, like those 
of an extra large specimen of the famons roc, the 
outspread Wingwof the palace extend ibre than 
athousand fect across the whole of the hill, and, 
curving gracefully, seem to half enclose the Jone- 
ly groundain their embrace, ‘The park front of 
the central salle, as well of the wings, is ar- 
caded throughout its entir , and from it 
ailmirable view is obtained not only of the 
rivet and the exhibition on the opposite bank, 
butof aconsiderable part of Paris on the one 
hand, and of the suburbs on the other. Here, too, 
the great arcade, the fountains and the plan 
tations are’seen to advantage. On the plinths 
head of the cascade, and on others which 
nd the basin below, are fine eniblematical 
figures of personages and animals in bronze gilt, 
by some of the best sculptors in France; and 
below and beyond the French and other garden- 
erg have exhibited their utmost skill © The cas: 
cadeis not considered a success. There is a 
large body of water, but the fall is altogether 
too measured, too artificial to produce much ef. 
fect, except when regarded from tho edge of the 
great basin the garden below T should men 
tion that the immense basin referred to above is 
the re r that supplies the cascade, Below 
are fine jets of water, and at the sides of the 
cascade a number of small fountains which have 
arming effect. ‘There is, however, much to 
notice Hefore descending into the grcunds be 

neath.

Thirty Years of Vatal Shipwrecks. 


(Pall Mall Gazette.) 


The annals of maritime: disaster during 

the past thirty years fail to sh 

trophe entailing such a lam 

life ns that which has marked the sinking of 
the Princess Alice by the Bywell Caatlo. 

Setting aside the loss of the Grosser Kur. 

fust, the most fatal accident of a like 

character that hastaken place in British 
watera during the period jn question was 
the ronning down of the Northtleet emigrant 
ship while at anchor off Dungeness on tho 
night of January 22, 1873, by the Spanish 
steamer Marillo, whon 243 persons were 
drowned, A collision almost equally disas- 
trous, and strongly recalling in some re- 
spects that which has just occurred on the 
Thames, took place on Lake Michigan, on 
Spetember 7, 1863. ‘The steamboat Lady 
Elgin, which had started trom Chicago ona 
pleasure trip with nearly 400 excursionists 
on board, was run into by’a schooner and 
sank within a quarter of an hour with 285 
people, among them Mr. Herbert Ing 

the member for Boston. The year 

was marked by a series of fatal ‘collisions. 
The Italian mail steamer Ereolano left 
Genoa on April 24 with a number of passen- 
gers, including several English, French,and 
Italian families, and at midnight was cut 
down to the water's edge by the Sicilia 
Only fourteen of the passengers escaped, 
amongst them being Sir Robert Peel, 
whose secretary and Mr, Charles Hal 
sey, the member for Hertfordshire, were 
among the drowned, On April 28 ; the 
emigrant barque rite, from Bremen, 
was ran into offthe Start by the Hesper, 
and, went down like a stone with 201 of her 
passengers and.crew ; six of the crow only 
saving themselves by clambering over the 
Hesper’s bows. On ember 27, the 


27, 
Arctic, a splendid ship of the Collins Line, 
came into collision with the screw steamer 
Vesta in a fog off the banks of Newfound- 
land ; and out of the 368 persons on board 
823 perished, among them Duc de Gram- 
mont aud Duc de Guynes. The same year 


was also rendered memorable in maritime 
disaster by the disapperance of the City of 
Glasgow, screw steamer, which left the 
Mersey for Philadelphia on March Ist, 
with 480 persons on board, all told, and of 
the Eddy Nugent, transport, which sailed 
from Madras on May 10 with reinforce- 
ments for the army at Rangoon, forming 
with her: crew a total of 400 persons.

Cornish Antiquities,

tant discovery of antiquities has

St. Juat, near Penzance, during 
Berthoel cliffs are a favorit 
, » St. Junt peopli, as they have a 
commanding view of both the Land's End and 
Cape Cornwall, On the very summit of land 
which immediately rise from the edge of thin 
cliff Mr, W. C, Rorlase, 8S. A., discovered 
a pile of surface stones, which appeared to be 
a cairo of the same description as the others 
in that neighborhood, but of unusually large 
size. On driving in on a level from the north 
cast side a wall was soon reached 11 fect in 
height, built of solid dry masonry,and sloping 
inwards, as it renched the top, in a manner 
of hive. This proved to be part of a cir- 
cle 20 feet in diameter at the top where the 
cone had been truncated, and not less than 40 
or 50 fect nt the base, On cutting through the 
outer wall at a height of five feet from the 
solid ground on which it was built, a second 
wall, similarly constructed, was discovered, 
placed concentrically with the outer wall at a 
distance of Sfeet 6 inches within it, The 
wholo of this structure, when perfect, cannot 
have been less than 18 or 20 feet high, and by 
the immense quantity of debris found around 
it may have been entirely covered with in by 
aynle of stoncs, On sinking a pit in the 
center, where miners had been working, there 
was found at adepth lower than had been 
reached by them an earth cut grave, raining 
portheast and southwest, 8 feet long and 3 
feet wide. At the southwest ead a transverse 
grave appeared, formed by a caye in a natural 
soil, its botton being six feet from the surface 
This goas reached through another grave was 
filled with black, greasy earth, among which 
was found a stone “beeve” on the edge of the 
grave at the northeast end. On turning up a 
flat stone a little square stone vaultappeared,2 
feet three inches long. 1 foot broad and 2 feet 
deep, roofed in by two covering stones, In 
one corner stood a little cylindrical urn 
quite plain,which was filled with black earth, 
on the top of which were two human bones 
and a thin circular piece of metal, whichmight 
have beena coin. Two feet from this cist was 
4 second similiar one, containing another little 
urn and some fragments of a larger one. 
Three similar little vaults were found close by 
—one containing fragments of domestic pot- 
tory. ‘The jawbone of an animal at present 
not determined lay near, As some of the 
stones fell away from the upper part of the 
tunnel a sixth cist was brought to light, also 
containing fragments of an urn.

Neither of these vessels was over heard of 
again— a fate shared by the Pacific, which 
left Liverpool on January 23, 1856, with 
186, and the City of Boston, which sailed 
from Halifax on January 18, 1870, with 
191 persons on board. ‘Lhe mail steamship 
Europa, onher way to England in July, 
1849, ran down the emigrant barque 
Charles Bartlett, causing the deaths of 132 
persons ; and the Irish steamer.Mangerton 
lundered into the New Zealand clipper 
Josephine Willis just off the South Fore- 
land, and sent her and sixty-nine people, 
mostly passengers, to the bottom. 


The foundering of the Captain off Cape 
Finisterre on the night of Seytember 6, 
1870 with Captain Burgeyone and 500 of- 
ficers and seamen, remains the heaviest cal- 
amity that has befallen the navy during the 
latter half of the present century. The 
severest loss suffered at sea by the army 
was from the contingent furnished by the 
12th Lancers and 43rd and 92nd Foot to- 
wards the 438 lives with the Birkenhead off 
the Cape of Good Hope on February 26, 
1852. The American army sustained an 
almost equal loss, when about 300 of the 
troops on board the San Francisco were 
washed overboard, or died from exhaustion 
and exposure,during her passage from Cali- 
fornia in December, 1853. The most dis- 
astrous conflagration in British waters was 
that which caused the deaths of 178 people 
on board the emigrant packet Ocean Mon- 
arch in Abergele Bay on the afternoon of 
August, 24, 1848, But its horrors were 
even eclipsed by those attending the burn- 
ing of the steamship Australia between 
Hamburg and New York on September 13, 
1858, when 461 out of the 528. persons, on 
board the Golden Gate on her passage from 
San Francisco to Panama on th th, of 
July, 1862 ; while the number who perish- 
ed ina similar manner, with Eliot War- 
burton on board the Amazon in the Bay of 
Biscay on the 4th of January, 1852, 
amounted to 102 out of 161 persons. The 
author of ‘The Crescent and the Cross” 
had written that ‘‘since the days of steam 
navigation the Bay of Biscay was no longer 
formidable ;” yet the London steamship 
went down in it on her way to Australia on 
the 11th of January, 1866, carrying with 
her 239 out of her compliment of 268, and 
among them G. V. Brooke, the actor. 

Two most diastrous shipwrecks of recent 
date were those of the Atlantic and the 
Royal Charter. The latter a homeward- 
bound Australian clipper was crushed like 
an eggshell on the rocky const of 
just before daybreak on October 
and 459 men, women and children were 
drowned, somo forty or so managing to 
scramble ashere. The number of lives lost 
with the Atlantic, one of the White Star 
Line was even more appaling. Sho struck 
on asunken rock off the coast of Nova 
Scotia, on April 1, 1873 with 981 persons on 
board, andthe breakers swept away 481 
of them. The Anna Jane of Liverpool 
bound for Canada, with 450 emigrants and 
a crow of forty-five, was driven on shore on 
Berra Island, one of the Hebrides, on Sop- 
tember 20, 1853, and 393 persons perished. 
The Pomona, another emigrant ship from 
the same port, was suffered, through an 
error in her reckoning, to run on the Wex- 
ford coast during the night of April 28, 
1859, tho result being the loss of 386 lives. |

emigrant ship, ranon to Lambay Island, | 
near Howth, on January 31, when 200 | 
lives were lost ; and a similar fato ove 
took the Powhattan, from Havre, on the 
const of Barnegat, on April 15, not a soul 
of the 260 on board her escaping.

The Re-Count of Ballots. 


Tho Globe and other journals belonging 
to the samo party, are not a little excited 
over tho result of the recount of tho ballots 
by tho County Judge, in the caso of the 
East Hastings election, and vent their rage 
and disappointmont in a manner not at all 
commendable, “Tho result of tho recount! 
says the “lobe, ‘in East Hastings has, it 
 mhust bo said, given the deopest dissatis- 
« faction to the friends of Mr. Aylsworth 
on account of tho peculiar decisions given 
€ by tho junior County Judge who con- 
« dacted the scrutiny.” No doubt it has, 
‘and tho Globe would have beon quite safe 
in saying that tho result of the clections 
generally throughout the Dominion has 
‘given tho deepest dissatisfaction to the 
friends of Mr. Aylesworth on account of 
the “peculiar” manner in which the people 
cast their votes. But when it says: ‘‘ What 
“ gives dissatisfaction is tho fact that where 
the majority of tho wrongly numbered 
« ballots had been cast for the Reform can- 
 didate they were rejected, whilo the 
“judge refused to reject those similarly 
« numbered from another polling sub-divi- 

‘gion which gave a majority for the Con- 
gervative candidate,” it stated what is 
not the fact. The votes which the Judge 
refused to reject Were not “ similarly 
numbered ” to thoso which were thrown 
out, the difference being that those which 
which were rejected had been numbered 
on the back with the same number that 
appeared opposite the elector’s name upon 
the yoter’s list taken from the Assessment 
Roll, thus giving the most incontrovertible 
evidence of the manner in which tho 
elector had cast his yote, which is in direct 
violation of the provisions of the Dominion 
Election Law ; while those which the Jadge 
refused to throw out of the count wore 
numbered with numbers not corresponding 
with those opposite the clector’s name upon 
the voters lists as take from the Assessment 
Roll, being therefore mere arbitrary num- 
Lers put upon the ballot paper to enable 
the Returning Officer to identify it, when 
returned to him after having been marked 
by the voter, showing clearly that the 
allegation that the Judge rejected certain 
numbered ballots and retained others 
“‘similarily numbered” has no foundation 
upon which to rest,and is absolutely untrue. 
The act of the Returning Officer in this case 
though not strictly in accord with the pro- 
visions of the law was not of such a char- 
acter as to lead to the identification of the 
voter, or of the manner in which he voted. 
It will, therefore, be seenthat thore is a wide 
and important difference between the bal. 
lots which wero dissallowed and thoso 
which were retained. Indeed, had the 
Judge gone further than he did and threw 
out allthe ballots which were numbered with 
numbers corresponding to those on the | 
Clerk’s Book, woe believe he would not |

Now that the Dominion Governmont has 
been ‘wiped out” in Ontario to the tune 
of 64 to 24, the Grit journals are anxious— 
and not unreasonably so—at tho prospect 
ahead of the little Premier and his follow- 
ers, whose conduct of our Provincial affairs 
during tho four years now closing is to bo 
pronounced upon by the peoplo not later 
than January next.

bring about. The patronage of the Domin- 
ion Government has gone from their gazo 
like a beautiful dream ; but that provided 
for them by the Local Government is much 
more extensive and valuable, and the or- 
gans will fight hard for its retention, even 
if it be with weak stomachs and sinking 
hearts, and covert wishes that Mr. Fraser 
had either not made his law so strong, or 
not passed it at all; for in such case they 
would have got something from some of the 
officials appointed by the Ontario Govern- 
mont, but as the law stands they will get 
nothing should theic party be defeated, as 
most certainly the Conservative party will, 
like good loyal subjects, leave the law as 
they find it, although having done all in 
their power to prevent its passage. 

Hence it is that the Grit newspapers 
abound in appeals ad misrecordiam to the 
electors to sustain Mr. Mowat, whose Gov- 
ernment has done somuch for them. ‘‘He 
is not so bad a fellow after all ” pleads one ; 
‘* he has had no share in the blunders and 
crimes of Mackenzie, and the issues are en- 
tirely different to what they were in the 
Commons election,” ‘Nobody can find 
fault with the mode in which he has gov- 
erned the country,” ** cries another, and so 
on, Asan examplo of this kind of writing, 
we give the following from the Ottawa 
Free Press, one of the most mercenary

“We have to take the record of his Govern- 
ment purely upon its own merits, and dis- 
associate it entirely from the judgment lately

Mackenzie Resigned. 


SIR JOHN A. MACDONALD CABINET MAKING, 


(From the Montreal Star, 9th inst, ) 


The Governor-General received the 
formal resignation of Hon. Alexander Mac- 
kenzie and his Cabinet this afternoon on 
tho arrival of the mid-day train from Otta- 
wa, Without any delay the Conservative 
Chief Sir John A. Macdonald was called on 
by His Excellency to form a new Cabinet. 
In a few moments’ conversation, tho Star 
representative had with Sir John subse- 
quently, he said, ‘‘ He could only say that 
he had been entrusted with the formation 
of a new Ministry, and had taken the mat- 
ter into consideration.” 


(From the Mail’s Montreal Cort espondent.) 


Monrreat, Oct. 9,—Sir John Macdonald 
arrived last eyening from Toronto, and is 
stopping at the Windsor Hotel. By the 
noon train from Ottawa to-day his Excel- 
lency the Governor-General received the 
written resignation of the Ministry, and at 
once entrusted Sir John with the duty of 
forming a new Cabinent. Sir John states 
that it will be five or six days before the 
Cabinet can be announced, Hon. Mr. 
Mackenzie arrived from Ottawa at four 
p.m.

BY-LAW No, 421. 


A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
COLLECTION OF TAXES FOR THE 
YEAR 1875, 

Passep 19th September, 1878, 


HEREAS the Taxes for Municipal puc- 

poses for the City of Belleville for the 
year 1878 are rated at 15 mills on the dollar, 
and the Taxes for School purposes are rated 
at 4} mills on the dollar ; 


\ 


Therefore the Municipal Council of the City 
of Belleville enacts as follows :— 


1. Items of taxation under Ten Dollars shall 
be DUEand PAYABLE 0n the FIRST day of 
NOVEMBER next after the passing hereof. 


2, All other Taxes for 1878 shall bo DUE 
and PAYABLE on the TWENTIETH day 
of OCTOBER noxt after the passage hereof, 


3, lt shall be the duty of the Treasurer to 
give public notice in at least two newspapers 
published in the City of Belleville forthwith, 
after the passing of the By-Law, and it is 
hereby enacted, that payment of taxes under 
the first section of this By-law may be made 
to tho Treasurer of the City of Belleville at 
his office, or to the Collector or Collectors ap- 
pointed for the yesr at any time before the 
said first day of November without any ad- 
dition thereto, and that payment of taxes un- 
der the second section of this By-law may be 
made to the Treasurer at his office or to the 
said Collector or Collectors at any time before 
tho said twenticth day of October without 
any addition thereto, and an addition of three 
per cent, shall be made and collected on 
every tax, rate or assessment levied for the 
year 1878 remaining unpaid on and after 
the twentieth day of December next, after 
the passage hereof; and it shall be the 
duty of the Collector or Collectors appointed 
for the year immediately after tho sald sover- 
al cava appointed for payment as aforesaid 
to collect ut once under the provisions of che 
statutes in that behalf all such taxes or in- 
stalments of taxes, rates and assessments as 
have not been paid on or before the said se- 
veral days appointed for payment as afore- 
said, together with the said percentage charge 
of three per cent upon the amount of every 
such unpaid tax, rate or assessment, if said 
per centage charge be then payable, giving in 
no case a longer grace than ten days, Bros 
vided that nothing herein contained shall af 
fect or diminish the right of any Collector 
er Collectors appointed for the year, 
in every caso where he may consider it 
expedient after a proper demand has beon 
made to proceed at any timo before the said 
several days appointed for payment as afore- 
said, with the Collection of any taxes by dis- 
tress aud salo, under the provisions of tho As- 
sessment Law relative to Collectors and their 
duties. 


4. Ratepayers who on or before tho said 
twentioth day of October, shall be entitled to 
4 reduction of three per cent on the amount 
of said taxes, if all paid on or before the said 
twentieth day of October and a like reduction 
of three per cont shall be made on all items 
under ten dollars which are paid on or before 
the said first day of November, the day ap- 
pointed for payment of tho same, 

5. Ratepayers who are entered on tho said 
Collector's Roll for the year 1878 for arrears 
» taxes on land or premises owned or occu- 
pied by thom shall be ontitled to a reduction 
of ten per cent, upon payment of the samo to 
the said Treasurer or Collector on or before 
the twentieth day of December next after the 
passing hereof, 


_6, All By-Lawa or parts of By-Laws incon- 
sistent herewith, are hereby repealed, 


7. This By-Law shall como into force and 
take effost immediately upon, from and after 
the passing thereof,

‘(No election shall be doolared invalid hy 
reason of a non-compliance with the rules con- 
tained in this At as to tho taking of the poll 
or the counting of the votes, or by reason of 
any want of qualifications in the persons sign- 
ing a nomination paper received by the Ro- 
turning Officer, under the provisions of this 
Act, or of any mistake in the use of the forma 
contained in the schedules to this Act, if it 
appoara to to tribunal having cognizance of 
the question that tho election was conducted 
in accordance with the principles laid down 
in this Act, and that such non-compliance or 
mistake did not affect tho result of the elec: 
tion.” 

Now surely tho Globe cannot contend 
«the election was conducted in accordance 
with the principles laid down in the Act,” 
if there wére upon the ballots ‘‘any writing 
or mark, by which the voter could be iden- 
tified.” If we understand the Act aright, the 
principle of tho Act is secrecy of the ballot, 
That our readers may more clearly under. 
stand the points, we refer more fully to the 
cass of Woodward vs Sarsons so often 
quoted. 

Tn this case there wore at one poll 204 
ballot papers which had beon by ‘‘ the pre- 
siding officer before delivering the ballot 
paper to the electors attending, to vote, 
marked upon each the number of the voter 
appearing on the Burgess Roll which would 
enable any of the persons present at the 
counting of the votes to identify the way 
in which tho party had voted.” 

Lord Coleridge in giving judgment said, 
page 748 :— 

** Tho rosult seems to bo as to writing or 
mark on the ballot paper, that if there be 
substantially a want of any mark or a 
mark which leaves it uncertain whether 
the yoter intended to vote at all or 
for which candidate he intended ~ to 
vote, or if there bo marks indicating that 
the voter has voted for too many candidaies 
ora writing or amark by which tho voter 
ean be identified, then the ballot paper is void 
and is not tobe counted.

The Insurrection in Santa Cruz. 
GREAT DESTRUCTION OF PROPERTY. 


Nxw Yorx, Oct. 10, 

Advices from Santa Cruz report that every 
estate between Fredericksted and Constitu- 
tion Hill, a distance of eight or ten miles, has 
been ravaged by nogro rioters, Frederick~ 
sted is in ashes, and great destitution prevails. 
Tho number of estates destroyed is 100. Two 
hundred negroes have been killed at Anar- 
The number of white soldiers on the 
Island is fifty. There are twenty-five thou- 
eand inhabitants, and of these 22,000 are ne- 
groes, Thirty years ago slavery was abolish- 
ed on the Island. A Labor Act has been in 
operation, which compelled the negroes to do 
a certain amount of work, so as not to be an 
absolute charge on the whites. A year since 
the officials formed a new Labor Act, by 
which a negro could do what work he pleased 
and be paid accordingly. They were obliged 
to support themselves, This act and the 
estublishment of a steam sugar refinery on 
the Island caused great dissatisfaction among 
the blacks, The labor act went into force on 
October Ist, and the succeeding day the mas. 
sacre tock place, 

The Afghan War. 
Fighting Going on in the Khybey 
Pass, 

Loxpox, Oct. 10.—A Calcutta despatch 
says:—It is reported the forces from Pesha- 
wur have been ordered to attack Ali Musjid 
immediately and that a body of infantry with 
a mountain battery has entered the Khyber 
Pass.

The Marquis of Lorne. 


His Last Speech to His Argyishire 
Constituents. 
VIEWS ON VARIOUS TOPIOS. 
DURILS OF MEMBERS—THE CAUCUS SYSTEM— 
THER LAND—LAST ADIEUS. 


(From the North British Daily Mail.) 


The Marquis of Lorne, tho recently ap- 
pointed Governor General of Canada, deliver- 
ed a farewell address to his late constituents 
in the Court House, Inverary. There was \a 
crowded attendance, and among the audience 
were a largo number of ladies, The noble 
Lord, who was received with loud cheers, 
said :— 


GrxTLYMEN—1 have come to take my leave 
of you ; but in doing so I wish to touch on 
oné or two topics of public interest. Not 
having had an opportunity Iately of meeting 
you, I wish emphatically to tell you that I, 
and I alone, am responsible for anything I 
may say, so that you may not visit any do- 
linquency that you may fancy you may detect 
BPCR me upon anybody elsc, I have obsery- 
ed lately, on one or two speeches taking place 
on occasions to which 1 need not farther al- 
lude, that there has been a certain tendency 
to treat the transgressions, or imaginsry 
transgressions—because I think they are only 
imaginary—of the elder of the family upon 
its younger branches. Now, I protest that 
this is most unfair, and I beg you will con- 
sider that everything I say—I lépe it will 
not be unpleasant to you if you disagree with 
my opinions—I hope you will remember that 
they are mine, aaa not those of the member 
whora you haye at present honored with your 
suffrages, You will observe he is not here 
this evening and he can’t be responsible, 


REPRESENTATIVES, NOT DELEGATRS, 


The noble Marquis then explained that he 
had not come among’ them during the clec- 
tion lest ho should scem to be stretching fam- 
ily influencé to an undue length, He then 
proceeded :— 

I have rejoiced that you have never insisted 
asso many burgh constituencies now do, on 
early or half yearly harangues on every con- 
ceivable object under the sun, You have 
elected your member at the general election, 
and haye given him confidence, and you have 
never yielded to the curious custom which is 
now growing up among us of causing your 
member to appear to receive a yote of confi- 
dence or no confidence every six months. 
When you elected him you heard his views, 
and upon the opinions then expressed, you 
elected him, You have never sought to place 
him in the extraordinary position now so com- 
mon—of the trusted man who is always ask- 
ing to be trusted, I offered once at Dunoon 
to visit them whenever they asked me to do 
so, They neyer did ask me. I am per. 
suaded, therefore, that those who come from 
Glasgow to settle on the shores £0 far imbibe 
the good sense, as well’as the good air of 
Argyleshire, that they also view with aston- 
ishment the process seen in the burghs where 
bailies and other public bodies seem 80 
destitute of political knowledge that they re- 
quired their memories to be constantly re- 
freshed by the teachings of their members, 
who come to them to tell them of the per- 
fections they possess, and often reiterate 
meeting after meeting the same view express- 
ed at the first, as though it were necessary to 
repeat vira voce the statements reported al- 
ready in the newspapers, suggesting that the 
constituents either do not care to read their 
member’s speech or can’t do so. You, to whom 
these customs are strange will have ob- 
served another curious freak, You will have 
seen how the elected, the trusted of the peo- 
ple, is introduced afresh to the electora by 
some chairman every time he addresses them. 
The excessive formality must, I should think, 
be distressing, but I have no doubt the people 
who indulge in it like it, One would imagine 
that an introdyction is unnecessary, for no 
man is so well known as the modern member 
fora bargh. His public and private life has 
been laid open to the scrutiny of tho electors, 
His height, his appearance, his voice, his views 
and his votes, have all been learned by heart. 
Still, as soon as he re-appears, he must be re- 
fatreduced. One wonders whether the gen- 
tlemen who thus prove themselyes so enam- 
ored of formality carry their liking for it from 
public into private life, and whether they think 
it only proper and decorous to get some third 
peraon to introduce them afresh every morn- 
ing on sitting down to breakfast to their own 
wives, (Laughter and cheors.) You have done 
well in keeping out such curiosities of the po- 
litical life of the city, and in refraining from 
passing our member's acts in review for the 
purpose of condemning or approving them 
every season; for nothing tends so much to 
make a mana mere delegate and to take away 
all independence from an M. P. 

DON’T MIND THE DIVISION LIST. 

There is another evil custom musing acre 
constituencies from which this has hitherto 
been wholly free ; that is the habit of not 
counting what important divisions a man has 
missed attonding in the House, but how many 
lic has missed, The number of divisions a 
man attends is nothing ; the absence from a 
division affecting your interests or the coun- 
try’s at largo is serious. Ask what a man’s 
opinions aie, not how many times he has given 
an opinion. ' The effect of demanding attend- 
ances at many divisions is ludicrous, I will 
tell you how the demand often works in prac- 
tice. Men know that their constituents are 
ignorant enough to go in for quantity instead 
of quality, and on a night when there is noth- 
ing of importance going on, bat when a fao- 
tious minority or other cause is operating to 
exist which will produce many unimportant 
divisions, many men go down to the House to 
take part in them. It may be some bill affect- 
ing local interests, and it/has got into com- 
mittee, It may be some question on which 
tome gallant but isolated. Irishman is setting 
himeelt against tho rest of tho United King- 
dom, and a walking match is indulged in, di- 
vision after division being called, and thoso 
present filihg through the lobbies instead of 
doing business for hours. This is the oppor- 
{unity for the man ‘to get in divisions” who 
in blessed with a constituency with an eye for 
quantity, not quality. 

DOWN ON THE **cAUCUS.””

THE LAW OF PROMOGRNITURE DEFENDED, 

1n tho matter of legislation ‘about land 1 
would remind you but for the lawa of settle. 
ment, or tho custom of which ‘they aro the 
offspring, you probably not have had the 
chance of selecting from two good can- 
didates as those who have just asked your 
suffrages. Some outcry is being made against 
this law, which soems tome a most reasop- 
able one. ‘The law that has allowed property 
of a succession of men rather than of the in- 
dividual who holds the revenue, so to speak, 
in trust for a time, in the natural expression 
of a British custom, Custom with us becomes 
law,and the custom has been to let one mem- 
ber of the family represent ita interests at 
home, ‘This usually works in such a manner 
that the person inheriting the proprictorship 
of the soil is obliged to hand it on without 
using up its value for his own selfish benefit 
alone, and feels that he is the repository of 
honorable traditions, as well as of material 
prosperity. Tho advantages to the people on 
settled estates are often apparent, for as a 
rule such estates are the best managed, and 
there is a strong inducement to a man who 
inherits land to keep on goods terms with the 
people on the estate, whom he has often known 
rom childhood, and in whose welfare he takes 
a personal interest, whereas a property pass- 
ing from hand to hand, and bought for the 
mere money value, is regarded often by the 
purchaser as a mere investment, and the high- 
est sum which can be bor ght is usually ex- 
acted on principles of political economy, 
which, if rigidly adhered to, are apt to make 
production murder happiness, or, at all events 
to put the people to much hardship. It is 
quite possible to provide against incidental 
abuees of such a law without abolishing the 
right to settle land. In connection with the 
dislike felt by some to all settlements of land 
and the delusive idea that there is not an im- 
mense quantity of land always in the market, 
a proposal has heen made to make the divis- 
ion of land among all the children compulsory 
in the case of a man dying without making a 
will, Toenact this would be to take ad- 
yantage of an accident, to do which it is cer- 
tain in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
would go directly against the wishes of the 
dead, and sanctions a principle which, if ad- 
mitted and acted on would lead to laws which 
would give to every one sufficient land only 
on which to starve. 


GLOWING PICTURE OF THE DOMINION, 


Some years ago at a public meeting in Glas- 
gow, I took the opportunity to describe the 
wonders of the temptations offered by the Ca- 
nadian Government to men employed in agri- 
culture here to settle in Manitoba; and since 
that day, as before it, hundreds of happy home- 
steads have risen, and the energies ot the Do- 
minion have been directed toward the con- 
struction of railroads, which will make Mani- 
toba considerably more accessible than is In- 
verary. Now let me again invite attention to 
this great province and to the vast territories 
beyond, In Argyleshire we have too few men, 
and we want more to settle with us; but 
Canada isa formidable competitor even to 
this fair country, and in other places, in the 
towns of this land, there are plenty of men 
who would do well, if they can 
plough to follow the gallant example of their 
countrymen who have done glory to the old 
land in the forming of another great British 
nation ; and instead of an unhealthy city life 
take to the life giving work of a settler in the 
agricultural region of Canada, where they are 
likely to live occas and happier than is the 
lot of the great majority of mankind. Here 
is an account fresh from the borders of the 
Northwest provinces ;—‘' It would surprise 
you to see the amount of traffic carried On 
from Winnipeg, the wholesale house for the 
West and Northwest. Fora 1,000 miles in- 
to the interior train after train of carts, pass- 
ing and repassing down with furs, robes and 
pemmican, and up into the interior with pro- 
visions. and general merchandise for the 
mounted police, Hudson Bay posts and the 
Indians. Besides the explorers, pleasure 
seckers, tourists, government officials and 
mounted police, may be seen driving along in 
light gigs, each on his own errand of pleasure 
or business. While working near where the 
trail crosses Bird's Tail Creek I counted fifty- 
five carts in one train as they started off,leav- 
ing many more still camped in the valley.’ 
Many people object tothis part of the Dominion 
‘on account of the inclemency of the winter 
weather, great distance from market, want 
of timber and destitution of s2hools, churches 
and other luxuries of civilization. These I 
will answer in turn. That the mercury de- 
scends lower at Winnipeg than in the old 
country is quite true, but it is the unvarying 
testimony of all whom I have conversed with 
on the subject that although the weather is 
colder they do not feel any more inconveni- 
ence from it than they did in Ontario, 600 
miles farther south,and people when travelling 
jn the Northwest will lie out at nights during 
the coldest weather, I certainly would not 
advise any one to do that in Argyloshire. I 
have also been informed that native horses 
will live out all winter and be fat in the 
spring. 

LAST ADIBUS. 

After expatiating at a great length on the 
merits of this province His Lordship contin- 
ued :—This is but telling of one district of the 
great region whose sons have proved thems 
gelves worthy descendants of the old conquer- 
ing British race, for they have mustered the 
abundant stores of nature and are turning 
thom to glorious use, and. this brings mo to 
my last words to you to-night, and they must 
be the sad words of farewell. I wish in say- 
ing these to let you feol that I know well 
how deep is the debt of gratitude I owe to yee 
If T should prove in any manner ablotofill the 
high place allotted to me, and if any success 
attonds mo in undertaking its arduous respon- 
sibilities—the responsibilities connected with 
the position of one who is the representative 
of constitutional sovereignty, and as such 
hound to cherish the loving ties which unite 
tho young with the old imperial land—ifT can 
in any moaguro satisfy the wishes of the peo- 
plo it is because T have had some experience 
in public a8 o member of the House of Com- 
mons. You clected mo to the seat Thaye had 
the honor to hold in that house, (Loud 
choors.)

Fopprr Stracks,—Much has been pre- 
viously said as to the mothods of curing 
corn-fodder. A caution may yet be given. 
Let the stalks be thoroughly cured before 
boing stacked. Small stacks will not readily 
heat and mould ; large ones will. Put a 
ventilator, if only threo or four rails sot on 
end, spread below, and tied at top, in the 
middle of the stack. Carefully build, or 
protect them on top, 80 as to shed water, 
Bettor finish tho 

Husk1no, if possible, while it is still 
pleasant weather, It is disagreeable work 
on a raw November day, when fingers get 
numb, and the body chills quickly. Last 
year we saw farmers with wives and child- 
ren thus employed, when snow was on the 
ground andall through the stooks. And 
so it will be again with others who are be- 
hindhand. 

Huskind Macurnes have been much im- 
proved since first brought out. For a 
thousand bnshels of corn it will pay to use 
a power husker, By and by, the thrasher- 
men will have machines to do this work, 
anid shell the corn at the same time, 

Gruypixa Wir THe Husk.—Some of 
the steel and chilled iron corn-cob mills will 
grind corn in the husk. For cows, cattle 
hogs, and moles, (and perhaps horses, 
When itis carefully usod), it may be thus 
ground, conveniently and economically, 
The corn may be cribbed in the husk, and 
used asrequired. If not perfectly dry, 
grind:small quanities at atime as it will 
heat if kept in large bulk. 

Wussxr may yet be sown south of latitude 
40° or 41°, if dono.without delay, If the 
soil is well drained and in good condition, 
this late sowing may sometimes be better 
than earlier, as the crop is is thus more 
likely to éscape'the Hessian fly. 


Harrowine Wuxar in the fall should 
only be done when the surface of the land 
ig dry. No kind of cultivation should take 
place when..the ground is wot, Expori- 
niental cultivation should be done as early 
48 possible, Deep plowing is not needed, 
To kill weeds and mellow the surface are 
what is wanted. Harrowing may be done 
safely two weeks after sowing, and 
repeated twice or — thrice, Then 
Grass Sxep May pe Sown, but not be- 
fore. It willtaké at ouce on the mellow 
soil, and soon get ahead of that treated in 
the usual let-alone manner. 

Wueat Anp Grass Ferritier.—Wheat 
needs nitrogen at this season, and so doe 
tho grass. 100Jbs, per acre of nitrate of 
80da would be a help to both. 

Green Fopper ror Srrine.—Rye may 
be sownany time this month; the sooner 
the better for early spring feed. Sow 
thickly, 4 bushels per acre, and fertilize 
well. Wherethe winters are open,as in 
the borderand Southern States, | this will 
make excellent winter pasture and give a 
crop of grain or green ’fodder besides. 
MAnGets anb Brers are injured by frost. 
These should be gathered and secured in 
pits this month, where frost is prevalent. 
The fresh leaves haye an injurious effect 
upon cattle iffed in excess. A day or two 
after cutting, they may be fed safely—a 
ressed bushel-basketful at a time, sprink- 
ed over with a handfalof salt. 

Tornies will resist considerable frost 
and grow rapidly in cool weather. If 
standing too thickly in rows, thin out, us- 
ing those removed as fodder. If fed to 
cows, they should be givén at milking time. 
The flavor will disappear before 12 howrs 
have expired, and will not materially af- 
fect the milk. 

Horses that haye been on pasture should 
now be taken up at night and haye some 
dry feed, 

Tue Cuance or Feep, from green to 
dry, should bo gradual with all stock ; 
otherwise, the appetite may fail and the 
animals lose thereby. 

Mitxina Cows cannot be kept in full 
flowwithout ample rations of fresh’ fodder. 
As the pastures become bare, newly cured 
corn-stalks, cut ‘and mixed with chopped 
roots, and sprinkled with middlings, and 
ground corn and oats, may be given. Lib- 
oral feed always pays with the right kihd 
of cows. 

Tus Am In FgRpine now, should be to 
get tho stock into good conditisn before 
cold weather, remembering that an animal 
beginning the winter well, is as good as 
half through it alroady. 

Sueer, if fed) liberally, and man 
carefully, aro moat profitable stock. ‘The 
hotter wo do for thom, the better they will 
do for us ; badly managed they are likely 
to prove a failure, 

Fox Manca Laans, the ewes should bo 
coupled this month, ‘The ewe isa common 
grade Merino, or native sheep. A pure 
Sonth-Down ram, and noxt, a’ Hatpshiros 
Down, and next, a Cotswold, is the best 
animal to cross upon theso. A plump, fat 
Jamb, of moderate size, will bring more 
than a‘scrawnoy"” one half as big again, 
Tho black faco and legs of the ‘Down’ 
breeds are dosirablo in market lambs.

Tho majority of the 
articles made by pupils’ hands are diminutive in 
size, fit for dolls, varying from 12 to 15 inches In 
height, Here are shirts with exquisitely stitched 
fronts and wristbands, hem-stitched carmbric 
handkerchiefs, white frocks with embroidery, 
tiny habit-shirts and under-linun of all descrip* 
tions for the most exquisite of Parisian dolls, from 
the lace-trimmed petticoat to the modern corset. 
There,on the other hand, arothe humble clothes 
of a doll peasant, the’print dress, the unbleached 
yoke for Sundays and fetes, the neatly plaited 
apron, the baby’s close fitting skull cap, the fish- 
erman's livery suit, the school boy's jacket,—all 
in miniature. But there is homely baby: linen 
of the requisite size, made so deftly that th® 
coarseness of the material hardly matters ; knit- 
ted stockings, comforters, and mittens, ready for 
wear. ‘The girls are judiciously taught to mend 
aswell as tomake,. Squares of linen with patches 
so closely insinuated that they are almost invis i- 
ble, old linen darned, bits of darned stockings 
and net joined invisibly by futuro lace menders. 
All the needlework difficulties are triumphantly 
overcome by these juvenilo seamstresses, who 
pierce button and eyelet holes of all dimensions 
and sorts in linen, muslin, and cloth, sew on 
hooks and eyes, buttons and tapes, with perfect 
neatness, and herring bone the minutest of doll’s 
flannel jackets. 


Besides work of this kind, Ninies sends a large 
collection of dolls dressed in national costumes, 
some elegant Brittany caps in red sill? embroid- 
ered with gold ; Nanoy, quilted cotton countor* 
panes, small fishing nets, and floss silk netting 
and lace fiom the Ecole Superiouro des Filles ;

The first somi-nonual meeting of the 
Notth Hastings Teachers’ Association was | 
held in the new school, Madoc, on the 3rd 
and 4th jnst., and was a splendid success 
in every respect. Nearly every teacher in | 
North Hastings was present, and many 
friends of education from all parts of the 
county besides ; among whom were Dr. G. 
H. Boalter, M.P.P., Inspector Johnston.of | 
South Hastings, Professor Dawson, Belle- 
ville High School, A, F, Wood, Esq., E. 
D. O'Flynn, Eaq., and others ; the great 
attraction, however, was the presence of 
the Hon. A. Crooks, Minister a Education 
and Dr. McLellan, School

At 10:40 a, m., the Association was call- 
ed to order, ios tesioe Mackintosh, Presi- 
dent, being in the chair. 


Minutes of the previous meeting wore 
read and approved, 


Mr. Curtis, of the Madoc Model School, 
as delegate to the Teachers’ Provincial As- 
sociation, made his report. 


It was moved and seconded that an ad- 
dress be presented to the Hun.

A Memorable Review. 

THE PINAL PARADE OP THE RUSSIAN ARMY 
AT SAN SYEFANO PRIOR TO ITS DEPART- 
URE FORK RUSSIA. 

ConsrantiNove, Aug. 17. —Twent to-day 

to witness a review which will besome his- 

torioal—that of the Russian avmy before 

Qonstantinople previous to embarkation for 

Russia, ‘The review was fixed for noon. 


4 FLOCK OF COSSACKS, 

Tho General had no sooner taken up his 
position, just to the leftof our carriage, 
when « wild shout was beard, and likoa 
flock of plovors a troop of Cossacks swopt full 
yallop down the course, as ifto clear it, 
their leader waying his sword, the troopers 
following as they best could, being placed 
after him according to the speed of their 
horses, without any attempt at formation. 
This was the Imperial escort, 0a this oc- 
casion as a sort of flourish of trumpets, 
Now the leading battalion ofthe Guards 
was seen advancing in four companies at 
qvarver column, about seventy files in 
each company. In front of the band was 
a gigantic drum major, who performed 
wonderful feats with his stick, now throw- 
ing it high into the airand catching it, 
twirlingit round his head as the Irishman 
would his “shillalagh, and finally, after 
placing it gracefully under his arm, march- 
ing past.with such a swagger as I have, not 
seen equalled by the drum-major of any 
British regiment of fyot. On chey came, 
battalion after battalion. After about an 
hour of this L looked to the right, and 
there, as far as the eye could reach, were 
the columns which had passed receding to 
the left, and, like the white foam of 
successive waves on a storm-beaten coast, 
were to be seen the lines of white caps still 
coming o As'each batvalion arrived op- 
posite the General, whose merry eye twin- 
kled with justifiable pride in those splen- 
did-looking troops, it raised the cry of 
“ Radi staratsia”—“ Ready to serve.” The 
men marched well in step, with a quick, 
business-like pace, and the dressing kept 
by some of the companies (but by no 
means by all) was equal to that to our own 
Guards. They wore white trousers, tuok- 
ed into their boots reaching abovt the 
knee, and strapped round tholeg, thin 
green tunics, and flat cays with white cap 
covers, After twenty battalions had pass- 
ed in quick time at the shoulder, eleven 
passed with the rifle at the charge, also in 
quick time. Inoticed that the rear rank,in- 
stead ot sloping arms, also came down to 
the charge. After these seventeen passed 
at the double in excellent style, then came 
four battalions of Fusiliers. Thisformedthe 
whole of the Guard—forty-eight battal- 
ions, 


TROOPS OF THE LINE. 


After a company of sappers, front rank, 
carrying picks, rear rank shovels, came 
seventy battalions o/ the line, distinguished 
from the Guards by wearing the great cout 
rolled and carried Jike a horse collar over 
tho loft shoulder round the body ; they wore 
the kep,i white covered, instead of the flat 
cap. Some of the battalions equalled the 
Guards in their style of marching, and were 
of fine physique. The artillery came next— 
twenty-two batteries of field artillery of the 
guard, and twelve batteries of the line 
(eight guns to a battery). This branch of 
the Russian service, to judge from its 
marching past, could not equal ours, Some 
went by at a walk, some at a canter, and 
some at full gallop. Two or three guns 
broke down almost opposite the saluting 
point, the drivers having to dismount and 
Toad ee baneeaieet: Nowcamethe cavalry, 
led by threo squadrons of Grenadiers a 
Cheval. The squadron comprises one hun- 
dred and fifty mon. Theso were followed by 
four squadrons of the GranfDako Nicholas’ 
Uhlans, mounted on handsome chestnuts, 
four squadrons of dragoons of the guard, 
with their rifles slang in leather casos at 
| their backs, a miost useful specios of troops, 
| being, in fact, mounted infantry ; those 
| wore boys. Now camo a rogimont which, 
whon seon ata distance, made me fancy 
myself at Aldershot, tho hussars of the 
guacds in scarlet uniforms, armod with 
short stout lances as wellas swords, Tho 
first squadrons of thess wero mounted on 
grays, the next on bays, then camo black 
horses, and tho last squadron rode chost- 
nuts.

The editor who wrote this must have been 
asleep from the 11th to tho 18th of April, 
as between those dates tho proposal of the 
Mackenzie Government to abolish the office 
_ of Receiver General was discussed in the 
Senate, and rejected by a vote of 34 to 22. 
Even had the Government measure passed, 
the number of offices would have remained 
thirteen as before, as Mr, Mackenzie pro- 
posed to substitute the office of Solicitor 
General for that of Receiver Goneral. 
What makes this error of the Globe all 
tho more remarkable is, that Mr. Brown 
_yoted with the minority in support of the 
_ Government bill, the object of which was 
to got rid of Mr, Coffin, It was part of Mr. 
Mackenzie's policy, when in opposition, to 
reduce the number of Cabinet offices ; but 
ho took office with (including himself) four- 
teen Cabinet Ministers, or one more than 
_ was required to make a full Cabinet, and 
never took the first step towards abolishing 
any of tho offices, which ho learned by ex- 
perience, but too late for his own credit,

Tne Sugar Question. 
The Montreal Journal of Commerce thus 
shows how the ‘‘cheap and nasty” sugar 
with which tho United States manufac- 
turers have supplied the Dominion for 
several years past has been manipulated. 
Our contemporary say 


“Por several years past Amorican sugar ro- 
finers have been able to supply not only Cana- 
da but Great Britain with refined sugar cheap- 
or than it could be made in these counties, 
How thon could they undorsell the refinors of 
other countries at their own doors? Tho 
answer is plain; they paid a daty of so 
much per pound on the raw sugar, and thoy 
got a drawback in exporting the refined, 
which was practically so much greatcr than 
what they had paid that they could under. 
sell everybody. This long continued raid on 
the Treasury was olfected in four ways: lat. 
The scale of duties on differont grades of sugar 
was defective, and the drowback, which might 
be more than just for refined sugar made out 
of ono grade, was too high for tugar made 
out of another grade, The second way was a 
fraud, High grades of sugar nearly equal to 
refined were darkened at the place of export- 
ation by some harmless coloring process, £0 
‘as to pass for low grades ata low duty, and 
then the process of refining was very easily 
and spsedily completed with scarcely avy 
perce) tiblo waste, and the sugar exported. 
Tho drawback received on the sugar wrs of 
course very much more than tho duty paid. 
3rd. Even when this premediated fraud was 
not practiced, thero was anothey way of 
cheating the Government. Sugar for duty 
was graded according to color, aud, 
one end of a hogshead of raw sugar i 
usually much darker than tho other end, the 
whole would be passed at low duty if the 
sample was d-awn from the dark colored end. 
t is said extensive frauds were eilected by 
collusion with custom-house cflicers in draw- 
ing the samples from the dark ends instead of 
both ends or the middle of the hogsheads, 
4th, Still another fraud has been, it is said, 
discovered in the weighing departinent of the 
Custom House, which, by some collurion, 
made the weights of cargoes of sugar consid- 
erably less than they should be, say perbaps 
ten percent, In this way a good deal of 
augar camo into the country without paying 
any duty, and it all obtained the drawback in 
gommg out, There may have been still other 
means of defrauding the revenue, but these 
will suffice to show thatthe gain from tho 
drawback alove would enable those of the re- 
finers who availed themselves of the means 
above described, to undersell other nations 
and still make a good profit, Another way 
in which this drawback has been taken ad- 
vantage of for fraud is the addition of glucoso 
to the sugar, which enormously increoses its 
weight for exportation. 


Canada as a Model. 
The recent political crisis in Canada has 
attracted the attention, and by the offec- 
tiveness of procedure won the approbation 
of people in the United States. The New 
York Herald says :— 
“What most impresses Americans in tho 
recent events in Canada is the directness of 
the control which the Canadion people | 
exert over their Government, Our Presi- 
dent has a fixed tenure of four years, and 
no change of mijorities in one or both | 
Houses of Congress can shorten tho dura- 
tion of his authority, Jt is probable that 
Prosident Hayes will find a majority of 
both Houses against him at tho middle of 
his term ; but inatead of resigning, as Mac- 
kenzio has done, he will continuo to bold 
office for a wearisome two years of mortify- 
ing obstruction, in which he will be unable 
to appoint any officer or carry any measure 
without the consent of his political ad- 
yersaries. But in Ounada the legislative 
and executive departments are olways in 
harmony, making the government strong 
and giving free course to the will of the 
people. ‘he advantage of this systom sis 
that the whole e‘ciency of the Government 
can always be exerted for good or for evil | 
and that no impodiment arrests or blocks 
tho popular will, * * * Inthis 
respect the Canadian system is certainly 
better than ours, Tho now House of Com- 
mons in the Dominion displaces its prede- 
cossor at once, and the change of adminis- 
tration which it inforces does not,in the 
present instance, ut least, oven await its 
asombling. A discredited public opinion 
has no longer any power in the govern- 
ment. Tho hand of the new pilot is on the 
helm as soon as ho gets his credentials.”

4, Somo on’s nose blocds, and cannot be 
stopped. 

Take a plug of lint, moisten, dip in ein 
parts of powdered alum and gum arabi 
and insert in the nose. Bathe tho foro- 
head in cold water, 

5. Child eats a piece of bread on which 
arsonic has been placed for killing rats, 

Give plenty of warm water, now milk in 
large quantities, gruel, linseed tea ; foment 
the bowels. Scrape iron rust off anything, 
mix with warm water, and give in large 
draughts frequently. Never give large 
draughts of fluid until thoso given before 
have been vomited, because the stomach will 
not contract properly if filled, and the ob- 
ject is to getirid of the poison as quickly 
as possible. 

6. Young lady "sita in a draught, and 
comes home with abad soro throat, 

Wrap flannel around the throat,keep out 
of draughts and sudden changes of atmo- 
sphere, and every half hour take a pinch of 
chloride of potash, place it on the tongue, 
and allow it to dissolve in the mouth, 

7. Nurse suffers from a whitlow-on her 
finger, ‘ 
Place the whitlow in water as hot as can 
be borne, then poultice with linseed meal, 
taking care to mix a little grease with the 
poultice;to prevent it from growing hard, 
Batho and poultice morning and evoning. 
8. Child falls backward against a tub of 
boiling water and is much scalded, 
Carefully undress the child, layiton a 
bed on its:breasty asthe back is scalded,te 
sure all draughts are excluded, then dust 
over tho parts scalded bi-carbonate of soda, 
lay muslin over it, thon makg a tent, by 
placing two boxes with a board over them 
in the bed, toprevent the covering from 
pressing on the soald ; cover up warmly,

Japanese Trained Plants, 


Tho San Francisco Alta of Sopt. 28th 
says A really beautiful aud remarkable 
collection of Japanese dwarfed and trained 
plants has been placed on exhibition by the 
owner, Vol. A. ©. Dunn, of Baltimore. 
This gentleman has just arrived from Ja- 
pan, where he spent some four or five years 
in the engineering sorvice of the Govern- 
ment. During his residence in that coun- 
try he collected, from all points, a great 
variety of specimens of the wonderful skill 
of the native landscape gardeners in dwarf- 
ing trees and training plants to grow in the 
shape of living things, and in imitation of 
things of art. ‘The rosult is tho prosont 
exhibition, which contains some two hun- 
| dred specimens in great variety. Tho trees 
and plants are old, some as old as a hun- 
dred and fifty years, notably 4 matz or 
spriico in a very old porcelain pot. There 
isa beautiful palm from the Loo Choo Is- 
\lands. It grows ina marble pot, said to 
represent a lost art. Thoro isa remurkablo 
pot containing a tea plant, from Corea. 
Sovoral plants are trained in the shape of 
| tho American old fashioned Revolutionary 
| cocked hat There are some remarkablo 
spocimens of dwarfed pines. There aro 
botanical boats, ships, frogs, cranes, rab- 
| bits, the native tea-houses, and lots of 
| quaint and grotesque things. This collec-

Tho following, which forms part of a 
longthy article on ‘* The American, Cana- 
dian and English Hat Trade,” contributed 
to the London (England) Hatter, shows how 
the American manufacturors of hats were 
in tho habit of ‘* slaughtering” their goods 
in the Oanadian market :—

cent. has boon reached. The slaughter- 
Ponsa custom have become part of the Ameri- 
can trade, and is carried to a’reckloas oxtent, 
To ‘lift’ us they termit, a lot of surplus *tock 
thoy willtake prices which would stagger 
some of our manufacturers here. Thisis plac- 
ing us at considerable disadvantage, as tho 
production of hats in the States is immenso,a9 
will bo seon ina later issue, and the demand 
does not increase in the samo ratio.” 

That the same process has been pursued, 

by manvfacturerd in the United States of 
other lines of goods is well known to all 
business mon, hence it is that Canadian 
manufacturers have been unablo for some 
years to profitably conduct 'a legitimate 
business. The people of the Dominion 
wisely considering that it is more profit- 
able for Canada to be a manufacturing 
country than a mere slaughter market, haye 
sent to the right about the Ministers wh?

things, and have placed in power men who 
will so readjust tho.tariff as to preyont tho 
future “ slaughtering” of goods in the Can- 
adian market and give fair play to our 
manufacturers, mechanics and all those who

Another Royal Visitor. 


It is announced that H. R, H. the Duke 

of Edinburgh will accompany tho Marquis 
of Lorne to Canada, Prince Alfred Ernest 
Abert is the second son of her most gracious 
majesty the Queen, and is now $4 years of 
ago. In 1862 he declined the offer made to 
him of the throne of Gr and in 1866 
was created Duke of Edinburgh, Earl of 
Kent and Earl of Ulster, and took his soat 
inthe House of Lords, Juno 8.

FRONT STREET. 


The only new building on Front Street 
this year is that on tho east side, between 
Hotel and Campbell Streets, which is the 
property of Mr. Harford Ashley, Reeve of 
Thurlow, and is still in course of erection. 
This building, which is being built after 
plans drawn by Mr. John Forin, architect, 
will ba ono of the finest and most substan- 
tial structures on our great business street. 
It is of brick, will bethree stories high, and its 
dimensions are 45 ft. x 80'ft,, with a cellar 
7 ft. high in the clear underlying the whole. 
The stories are of unusual height, being on 
tlie geound floor 14 ft. 6 in., whila each of 
the other stories will be 12 ft. 6 in. high. 
The southern portion of the ground floor 
will be occupied by the Uanadian Bank of 
Commerce, whose premises will have 24 
feet frontage by 75 feet in depth.

ib COLLECTION OF TAXES FOR THE 
YEAR 1878. 


Passgp Joth September, 1878. 


HEREAS tho Taxes for Municipal pue- 

" poses for the City of Belleville for the 

year 1878 are rated at 15 mills on the dollar, 

and the Taxes for School purposes are rated 
at 4} mills on the dollar : 


"-Therefore the Municipal Council of the City 
_ of Belleville enacts as follows :— 


1, Items of taxation under Ten Dollars shall 
_ be DUEand PAYABLE on the FIRST day of

3. 1t shall be tho duty of the “Treasurer to 
give public notice in at least two newspapers 
publishod in the City of Bellovillo forthwith, 
after the passing of tho By-Law, and it is 
heroby enacted, that payment of taxes under 
the first section of this By-law may be made 
to the Treasurer of tho City of Belleville at 
his office, or to the Collector or Collectors ap- 
pointed for the year at any time before’ the 
said first day of November without any ad- 
dition thereto, and that payment of taxes un+ 
der the second section of this By-law may be 
made to the Treasurer at his office or to the 
said Collector or Collectors at any time before 
the said twentieth day of October without 
any ardition thereto, and an addition of three 
‘per cent. shall be made and collected on 

_ every tax, rate or assossment levied for the 
year 1878 remaining unpaid on and after 
‘the twenticth day of Decomber next, after

such unpaid tax, rate or assessment, if said 
Per centage charge be then payable, giving in 
no case a longer grace than ten days. Bros 
vided that nothin; ersia contained shall af- 
foct or diminish the right of any Collector 
or Collectora appointed for the year, 
in cyery caso whero he may consider it 
expedient after a proper demand has been

4. Ratepayors who on or bofore the said

lin, the ill-fated Arctic oxplorer,) who 
had been in charge of an overland expedi- 
tion to James Bay. Tho oxpenditure of 
$10,000,000 upon the undertaking had on- 
riched this section of the country, and its 
completion had thrown into By Town 
scores of Royal Engineers and other im- 
perial officers who had been engaged in the 
work. It was to rebuke this somewhat 
avpercilious class that Mr. McKay design- 
ed out of his own head, as he used to say, 
a structure of Hull brick and Gatineau 
limestone that passed all understanding. It 
was a huge oblong, in what the wits, hay- 
ing reference to Mr. McKay's stern re- 
ligious tenots,called the Presbyterian atyle, 
with a portly tower at the angle facing the 
city. The tower was not a bad imitation 
of the keep in a feudal castle,bitthe poor- 
houso-looking structure attached to it, with 
tho mixture of red brick and grey lime- 
stone, rendered the whole a most incongru- 
ous medley, Ina vestibule to the left of 
the main entrance, which Lord Dufferin 
demolished a couple of years ago to make 
space fora ball-room, Mr. McKay placed 
not a bust, but an entire statue of himself 
by a Boston sculptor. One hand was en- 
gaged holding a toga about tho doughty 
form of the lumberman, while the other, 
outstretched, held a scroll on which in gilt 
letters it was recorded that Rideau Hall 
was designed and built by the statue's 
original. This statue was a standing joke 
among tho old gentleman's friends, one of 
whom suggested that it should bear a Latin 
inscription in order to set off the Roman 
garment, He acquiesced, and to the day 
of his death, in 1854, Sir Christopher 
Wren’s epitaph, Si monumentum quaeris, 
circumspice, emblazoned the pedestal and 
provoked the laughter of all who could see 
the bull, 

When Her Majesty, acting on the advice 
of Wellington, decided in 1851 that Ottawa 
should be the capital of Upper and Lower 
Canada—tho selection was referred to her, 
owing to the angry squabbles of Toronto, 
Kingston, Montreal and Quebec—the Gov- 
ernment of the day thought of placing the 
Vice-regal residence on Major's Hill. Tho 
provinces were poor in those days, however, 
and it was determined to wait until the new 
legislative buildings were finished. They 
were begun in 1858, the foundation stone 
was laid by the Prince of Wales in 1860, 
and so far as public buildings ever are fin- 
ished, they were finished in 1866. The es- 
timates had been vastly exceeded, for the 
modest sum of $800,000 was increased to 
nearly $2,000,000, There then was an out- 
cry from the farmers, among whom it was a 
ready argument that a member of Parlia- 
ment, a public servant, should not put on 
more style than his masters, and the Minis- 
try, afraid to sink another million in a 
residence, closed with Mr. McKay's heirs, 
and bought Rideyu Hall. The contractors 
did their best to build it anew,but the lum- 
berman’s architecture defied them. They 
tacked on new wings and stripped the 
tower of its medieval adornments and 
sought to relieve the hideousness of the 
transmogritication by a listle landscape gar- 
dening ; but the more they labored the 
more ugly it grew, until when Lord Monck 
moved into it, it had become, so he said, a 
cross between a jailand anunnery. Sinco 
then yast sums have been spent on it, and 
Lord Dufferin has given it the benefit of 
his rare good taste, but it is still a very 
unworthy residence for the representative 
of Her Majesty. Nevertheless the Marquis 
and the Marchioness of Lorne will each find 
a home interest in it. Old McKay was 
an Argyleshire man, born on the estate 
of the illustrious McCollum Mohrs, When 
a boy he herded tho black “Argyleshire 
cattle on the Duke's broad acres, 
and many of his kindred are there 
yet. The Princess Louise is connected 
with the old pile, not only byher brother's 
Sojourn in it when he was here in 1860, 
but by a circumstance which she do ubtleas 
well remembers. McKay's son, Charles, 
was tho handsomest young fellow in the 
Ottawa district, He caught the “scarlet 
fever” by associating with the officers, and 
in 1852 his father bought him a commis- 
sionin the Ninety-seventh Regiment of 
the line. If he was handsome when the 
plain son of a lumberman, “ bossing” the 
mills at the Chaudiere, he was a knight to 
be admired by all fair Indies in his soldier's 
harness, In 1854 his regiment was dea- 
patched to the Crimea. Asonsign and 
heutenant he took lithe engage- 
ments of that war. antic strength 
and stature, he performed many deeds of 
valor andwas soyeral times mentioned in 
general despatches. Ho camo out of the 
struggle a captain.

Sir Jounx MAcpowacp expressed his regrot 
that he could not address the meoting in the 
French languvge, the language of his great 
friend, his alter ego, who had been called his 
** Siamese twin,’ Sir G. K. Cartier, He con- 
sidered himself au English-speaking French- 
man. When he thought how his Govern. 
ment had for a length of time to depend for 
existence upon the French majority that 
stood at the back of Sir G. EB, Cartier, he felt 
that sectionaliem should be forgotten and the 
interests of Canada considered as a whole, 
Many a time he had been told by his ene- 
mies in Ontario that he had sold himself 
to Lower Canada, while he knew that those 
who had opposed the great party which 
tried tomake of Canada a great nation had 
blamed Sir George Cartior for selling him- 
self to Ontario, Despite this he had now the 
gratification of telling them that in this 
stronghold of Gallicanism the people of On- 
tario greeted them and joined bands with 
them around the bannér on which had been 
emblazoned the single word 

** Quebeo, ” or Ontario,” or ‘Nova Scotia," 
but eimply cesentially Canada.” It was by 
this important and national Pensy, that his 
friends had succeeded while taking 29 major- 
ity in the Province of Quebec in securing 38 
majority in the Grit Province cf Ontario. 
After the date of the Iast election it would 
have been impossible to find a Grit in On- 
tario or a rouge in Quebec, even if a reward 
was offered for them, so complete was the 
victory. The Grits were like the Dodo, ex- 
tinct. A story was told in Toronto of two 
Grits, or Rouges—for the two were as much 
alike as a crocodile and an alligator—who met 
on the 18th of Sept, One said to the other 
‘Didn't you Grits get a good lickirg?!” 
his companion replying ** Yea, didn't 
they.” The hon. gentleman said Grits might 
paews by wearing longer faces than any- 
body else It was said that Hon. Georgo 
Brown, editor of the Globe, of whom they 
might have heard (laughter) had gone three 
times a week to the same barber for twenty 
years to be shaved, always paying him ten 
cents, On the morning of the 18th Septem- 
ber, however, the barber demanded 15 cents 
instead of 10, saying that he had never seen 
his face so long. (Loud applause.) In 1874 
the Government had fallen under a load of 
underseryed obloquy ealled the * Pacific 
Scandal,” though the Radical Grit had com- 
pared him witha jack-in-the-box which jamp- 
ed up directly it was pushed down.

Ho alluded again to 
tho undeserved abuse heaped upon himself and 
Sir George Cartier, blows at whom he accept- 
edas blows at himself, He knew what would 
bo tho result of a now trial, and had looked 
With confidence forthe sober second thoughtof 
tbe people, which was to reverse their former 
verdict, and which had given them such a vic- 
tory as was never known beforo--a majority of

ada Pacitic Telegraph Line, is 210 miles from

Aa yet, the 
wolyes and cayotes howl their dréary re- 
quiets around its vast solitude, while an oc- 
casional grizzly comes out from his Jair to seo 
if the white man has yet invaded his favorite 
galch. Buffalo are numerous at present here. 
A splondid tract of country,well watered and 
timbered, surrounds this station, and we will 
shortly be called on to chronicle the existence 
of a village as prosperous ma the others which 
are springing up all over this once lone land, 

HMCMBOLDT, 

Eastward of South Saskatchewan—at the 
‘Forks’ of the Carléton and Battleford trails 
—this station, which up toa short time ngo 
was only asmall round character about tho 
tize of of a pin’s head on tke map, has become 
a living reality; A station has recently beea 
boilt there and’ telegraphic communication 
opened to all parts of the globe, including 
Onkosh in Texas ond part of Afr Hum- 
boldt is directly on the hizhway to the west, 
and consequently will not only soon become a 
suirring town, but will prove beneficial to the 
travelling public, Locking at the great 
stream of travel which patses'this station 
during the summer months we, know of no 
more fayerable location fora good general 
store thanthere. The citizens of Humboldt are 
begining to agitate the question of a post 
oflice, which without doubt would prove a 
boon. Here tho first lady operator who ever 
set foot in the Great Lone Land lives, and as 
she assures us, is happy.

This, the most easterly station on what is 
known as the * Saskatchewan Division of the 
GP, R, telegraph line,” has boen shorn of the 
nimbus of glory that onco rested upon it, and 
ling sunk into seemingly hopeless decay, for- 
gotten and almost deserted. Once the capital 
seat, hut now an insignificant police outpost, 
Swan River shorn of it# glory can never figure 
very conspicuously in the North-West. Long 
lines of buildings, deserted and falling into 
premature decay, bear indispensible evidence 
that ‘*scme one has blundered,” but ’tis ‘ours 
not tu reason why.” 

THE ASSINIDOINES. 

The principal band. of. this once. powerful 
tribe, who claim as their own the region 
around Battleford, and who have up to this 
time steadily refused to negotiate, accepted 
the terms and signed the treaty on the 29th 
August. These Indians have long been con- 
sidered among the poorest on the plains, own- 
ing few horses, and cousequently but. poorly 
provided for following the chase. - On receiv: 
ing their money they lost no time in buying 
things to make themsclves comfortable for 
the winter, and also quite a number of horses, 
after which they started for their winter hunt- 
ing grounds in the Cypress Hills. 

This tribe is fast perishing,and bids fair soon 
to become extinct. It is in the memory of 
men, yet comparatively young, that thero 
were at one time two thonsand lodges on the 
plain now occhpied by the barracks of the 
mounted police, and thén it was but a portion 
of this people. At the present day, they do 
vot, all told, number one hundred and fifty 
lod yes.

In early life he became connected 
with the Belleville Inrer.icencer, 
first as apprentice, next as journey- 
man, then as foreman, subsequent- 
ly as editor and co-proprietor, and lat- 
er as editor and sole proprietor.

THE NEW MINISTRY. 


BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES, 
The following brief biographical sketches 
of the gentlemen composing the new ad- 
mistration will be of interest at the present 
time ; 


Sm Joun, A. Macponarp. 


The Right Honorable Sit John A. Mac- 
donald, K. ©. Bi, D.C. L., (Oxon), LL. 
D., Q. C., Premier and Minister of the 
Tuterior, is the eldest.son of the late Hugh 
Macdonald, Esq., of Kingston, formerly of 
Sutherlandshire, Scotland. He was born 
on the 11th of January, 1815, and has con- 
sequently nearly completed his aixty-fourth 
year. © was educated at the Royal 
Grammar School, Kingston, and after hay- 
ing studied Jaw in the office of the late 
George Mackenzie, was called to the bar of 
Upper. Canada at Hilary Torm, 1836. Havy- 
ing entered Parliament as“ member for 
Kingston in 1844, he became a member of 
the Morris Administration on May 11th, 
1847, and remained in office until March 
10th, 1848; from 11th September, 1854, 
to 20th July, 1858, in the McNab-Morin, 
Tache-Macdonald and the Macdonald-Car- 
tier administrations ; from 6th August,1858 
to May 28rd, 1862, in the Cartier-Macdon- 
ald administration, and from March 30th, 
1864, till the union on July Ist, 1867, in 
the’ Tache-Macdonald and Belleau-Macdon- 
ald administrations, During these several 
eriods he held tho following offices : 
Receiver General from 21st May to 7th 
December, 1847 ; Commissioner of Crown 
Lands from latter date to 10th March,1848; 
Attorney General for Upper Canada from 
11th of September, 1854, to 29th July,1858, 
when he and and his cabinetresigned, haying 
been defeated on the Seat of Government | 
question. Returned to office on the 6th of | 
August in the same year as Postmaster | 
General, which office he resigned next day 
Jand was re-appointed» Attorney General 
West, which position ho held until the defeat 
of his administration on the Militia Bill in 
May 1862. On tho defeat of the Macdonald 
Doribn Government, ho 'retarhed to offide 
on'March' 30th, 1864/and was again Attor- 
ney General West pntil the union of the 
Provinces in 1867. Sir Joht-was a delegate 
to the Charlottetown and Quebec Conferen- 
cea in 1864 for the union of the Provinces, | 
and was Chairman of the International 
Conference, which sat_in London 1866-7, 
and’ framed the British North American 
Act, which is the written constitution. of 
our country, n the Ist of July, 1867, he 
was called upon to form the first Govern- 
ment for the Dominion, and was appointed 
Minister of Justice and Attorney Géreral, | 
which office he continued to fill until. the 


| opposition to which he was elected for his 

old constituency at the recent general elec- 

\ tion, Mr. Tilley is a leading temperance 

| advocate, and has had a very wide experi- 

ence in the management of public affairs, 
Hon, Dr. Turrer. 

The Hon, Charles Tupper, M.D., 0.B., 

Minicter of Public Works, is a son of the 

harles Tupper, of Aylesford, Nova 
Scotia, and was born at Amherst, in that 
Province, on the 2nd of July, 1821: Took 
the degree of M.D. at Edinburgh, and ob- 
tained the diploma of the Royal College of 
Surgeons of the same city in 1843. He was 
Provincial Secretary of Nova Scotia from 
1857 until 1860, and Prime Minister from 
1864 to 1867, when he retired with his Gov- 
ernment, on the Union Act coming into 
forco, In the latter year he entered Par- 
liatdent as member for’ Cumberland, and 
declined 4 seat in Parliament at that time. 
In June, 1870, he was appointed President 
of the Council ; in July; 1872, became Mid 
ister of Inland Revenue ; in February, 1873, 
Minister of Customs, which office he filled 
until the resignation of the Macdonald Gov- 
ernment. The lion. gentleman is a legisla- 
tor of acknowledged ability, and as an ora- 
tor has no superior in Canada, 

How. James McDonaty, Q.C, 

The Hon, James MoDonald, Q.C., Min- 
ister of Justico, was not in the late Parlia- 
ment, having been defeated at the general 
elections in 1874, His family came from 
the Highlands of Scotland to Pictou, N.S., 
nearly a century ago. Born at East River 
Pictou, lst July, 1828, Educated at New 
Glasgow, N.S. Called to the Bar, N. S., 
1851, created a Q. 0,, 1867. Was Chief 
Railway ‘Commissioner for Nova Scotia, 
from June, 1863, to! Deo,, 1864, when he 
was appointed Financial Secretary, in the 
Government led by Dr. Tupper, which ho 
continued to hold until the Union. Was 
one of the Commissioners, (representing 
Nova Scotia) appointed to open trado’ rela- 
tions between the West Indies, Mexico and 
Brazil and the British American Provinces, 
1865-6. Sat for Pictou in Nova Scotia 
Assembly from 1859 until the Union, and 
from general election, 1871, until July, 
1872; when he resigned. An unsuccessful 
candidate for Pictou in House of Commons, 
at general elections, 1867, First returned 
to Commons at general elections, 1872,and 
defeated at general elections, 1874, again 
returned at last election. 

Hon Avexanpern CaMPseLi. 
‘The Hon. Alexander Campbell, Re- 
ceiver General, is a son of the late James 
Campbell, M. D., of Heddon, Yorkshire, 
England, where he was born in 1822. Hav 
ing received his education at Lachine, St. 
Hyaciuthe College, and at Kingston, he was 
called to the bar of Upper Canada in 1843 
and was created Q. C. in 1856, He repre- 


resignation of his administration on No- 
vember bth, 1873. In 1871 he was one of 
the Joint High Commissioners on behalf of 
Great Britain for the settlement of the 
Alabana claims. He has been successively | 
honored with ‘thé degree of D. 0; L, from | 
Oxford University ; is also an LL. D. of 
Queen's University, Kingston, and a D, C, 
L. of University College, ‘Toronto ; was 
created a K, OC. B, (civil) by Her Majesty 
in 1867 ;'a Knight Grand Cross of the 
Royal order of Isabella}a Catolica of Spain 
in 1872 ; and was appointed a member of 
Her Majesty's Privy Council in the same 
year.

On tho 1st instant, the provisions made 
for the administration of the Island of 
Cyprus, in accordance with the Foreign 
Jurisdiction Acts, were duly published in 
ihe London Gazette. Ut is ordered that a 
High Commissioner and Commander-in- 
Chief shall be from time to time appoint- 
ed under Her Majesty's sign aril and 
signet, who, with « Legislative Council, of 
not less than four nor more than eight 
persons, shall have power to make laws 
and ordinances for the peace, order and 
good government of the Island, subject, 
of course, to Her Majesty's confirmation 
or disallowance. One-half the members 
of this council, apart from the High Com- 
missioner, shall be persons holding pub- 
lic offices in the Island, and shall be 
styled official members; the other half 
shall be inhabitants of the Island, and 
shall hold their seats in the council for two 
years ovly, subject, however, to re-appoint- 
ment for alike period.

The able and highly popular statesman | 
who left our shores on Saturday Inst, aftor | 
having presided over our doatinios for tho | 
past noven yoars, has deservedly been the 
subject of many warm culogiums, none of 
which that wo have road is more just or 
more true than the following, whioh is ox- 
tracted from the Londondorry Standard : 

++ Tt has soldom been tho lot of any Colonial 
Governor, in the long history of the British 
dependencies, to fulfil his term of office, ax 
Lord Dufferin has done in Canada, without a | 
singlo black mark against him in tho record 
| of his administration, arty feeling was ran: 
ing high in tho Dominion when tho Earl of 
Dutfering landed on the Canadian shores, and 
one impradent step might easily have preci- 
pitated a serious crisis, Tho new Governor 
hola himself aloof from all factions, and ad- 
| hored strictly to the maxims of constitutional 
\rufe, This, in itsolf, ia not a very dithicult | 
task, but to ally with constitutional impar- 
tiality tho hoartiest sympathy with the 7 
tire bational life of the people, was a work of | 
real genius, Lord Dufferin never awerved | 
from the track marked out for him by his | 
ministers.

‘The Hlectric Light in Paris.

| tho sania as by day, and all colors, both real 
and artificial, take thoir true shades. Every 
or omnibus, the minutest pattern 
| in fabrics and t nest print can plainly be 
seon, People seated bofora tho cafes read 
their papera by the aid of lights on the oppo- 
site side of tho way,and yet the most delicate 
complexions and softest tinta in fabrics do not 
| suffer in tho white glare of the lamps, Every 
stono in tho road is plainly, visible, and 
the horses move swiftly along as if contident 
of their footing. Such illumination is the 
porfection of atreeh lighting. Neighbor- 
ing streets, though more brilliantly lighted 
with gasthan any American ;treots, appear 
| dark and gloomy by contrast, Besides the 
Avenue de I’ Upera thera are a number of 
theatres, halls, public buildings and shops, 
lighted within and without, and in each case 
tho oloctric light has) #uporsoded gas or it is 
used whoro gas would be ‘too expensive. Tho 
appearance of the lamps used in Paris is pecu- 
liar. Tho entire globe soems to be filled with 
light, —no flamo or point of light being visible, 
The color is.intonge white, occasionally chang- 
ing to bluo or deep yellow for an instant. In 
some few cases tho light is naked, or ia placed 
in clear glass lamps. In whatever manner 
used it is imposible to look at the light for 
more than a few seconds. This intensity,and 
occasional flickering of the: light, aro raised 
as objections to the electric light. On the other 
hand, why should any ono look at the Jamps 
any moro than at the suo,and when not look- 
ing directly-at the light the tlokering is hard- 
ly noticeable. Inhnlls and shops the lamps 
may be placed next the ceiling, or behind 
screens, 80 that only the roflected light can bo 
seen, and out-of-doors the lamps may be plac- 
ed over head out of range of theeyes. The 
flickering comes from a yariety of causes, and 
it is doubtful if itoan ever be wholly over- 
come, The points to secure area steady 
motive vower (a turbine being best),|and good 
carhons in the lamps, Another objestion has 
been found in the deep shadows cast by 
opaque objects. when lighted by electricity, 
Careful observation both hero and in Paris,in 

halls, shops and streets, failed to show that 
this is a serious objection where two or more 
Iamps aro used.—T’he World's Work," in 
Scribner sor November.

Bdison at Work. 
The following is from an article in Sorib- 
ner for Noyember entitled ‘A Night with 
Edison ;” 
There is nowhere such another ingenious 
mind, but there is also nowhere auch a 
worker. When in search of some spacial 
object he allows himlself absolutely no rest. 
At Newark he mounted to the loft of his 
factory with five men, on tho occasion of 
the apparent failure of the printing-ma- 
chine he had taken a contract to furnish, 
and declared he would newer come down 
till it worked. It took sixty hours of con- 
tinuous labor, but it worked, and then he 
slept for thirty. . The routine of his day is 
a routing of grand processes and ennobling 
ideas. Nowhore else probably would such 
a day bo possible, There are not fortunes, 
if there were capacity, to carry on the busi- 
ness of pure svientific research on such a 
scale. His whole great estalishment is 
occupied not in manufacturing, nor prim- 
arily in projects for profitable returns, — 
though these follow,--but in new’ reflec- 
tions, new combinations, in wresting from 
Nature inch by inch the domain she would 
haye kept hidden, He comes in the morn- 
ing and reads his letters. He overlooks 
his men and the experiments of his assist- 
ants, The clement of hazard enters into 
these somewhat. There are a great nuin- 
ber in progreas,—the action of chemicals 
upon various substances or upon each other, 
or the phenomena of substances subjected 
to the various forces at eommand. Strips 
of ivory, for instarice,in a certain oil in six 
weeks become transparent, A globule of 
mercury in water, then with a little potas- 
sium added, takes various shapes for the 
opposite poles of the battery,retires coquet- 
tishly or is attracted, forms in whirlpools, 
changes color, or becomes immobile. 
There ig no use at once for these results, 
bat they are recorded in voluminous note- 
books. When the proper time comes ‘they 
are borne in mind; some one of them 
may form the connecting link in the chain 
of an invaluable discovery. Then perhaps 
ho tests for the thousandth time his carbon 
telephone for new perfections, and then 
goes on carrying forward a step each of 
the works in progress; or becomes wholly 
engrossed, according to his mood, in one. 
In spite of the fact that the motive of his 
retreat to Menlo Park was in good part to 
escape them, numerous visitors arrive. It 
is the Mecca of a continuous pilgrimage of 
scientists, reporters for the journals, and 
curiosity-hunters. Yesterday a troop of 
one hundred and seventy-five persons 
brought by agentleman who had asked the 
Privilege of presenting a few friends,—to- 
morrow a special train of visitors from Bos- 
ton is announced. He receives all affably, 
submitting himself and his inventions to 
be gazed at without reserve. Ono wonders, 
next to his phonograph,at his good humor. 
“* Still, Lshall blow np. somebody yet,” 
ho says, laughing. ‘ I am considering the 
idea of fixing a wire connecting with a bat- 
tery that knocks over eyery-budy that 
touches the gate.” 
He sits down at the phonograph, fixes a 
double mouth: piece to it and summons one 
of his assistants, while another places him- 
self atan organ in the corner, They sing 
in two parts “ John Brown's Body.” As 
the sonorous music rises and fills the long 
apartment, one gazes musingly yet with a 
secret thrilll. It is like assisting at somo

Tho second floor of main building contains 
| four largo bedrooms with ax many closets. 
Tho oxtension to rear is 17 by 33 feet, and 
contains @ kitchen 16: foot squaro, stairs, 
pantry and woodshed on first floor, Tho 
second floor contains bathroom, one bed- 
room, and a billiard room.

Vegetable Mould Prevents Leach- 
ing. 
A correspondent of the American Agricul- 
turist throws out a useful hint to far.sers who 
have light, sandy soils, when hesays ; 
Almost all thin soils aro peculiarly subject 
to loaching—that is, to having their goodness 
washed through them. The remedy is to 
make a soil full of fine montd. To this end 
the land must havo a crop upon it all the 
time, “A growing crop fills the soil with 
roots, ‘The roots decompose and form mould 
Red clover is pre-eminont a3 a mould-making 
and svil making plant. Buckwheat is useful 
chiefly when it 1s ploughed under. Corn 
sowod as for fodder, boing scattored in every 
third furrow when ploughing, may be plough- 
ed under, oz it may be out and fed or cured ; 
in either case it is beneficial. ~The ‘roots and 
stubs make a great mass of mould in the soil, 
and whero it is all made uso of as.a green 
manure the result is most-satisfactory. Tur- 
nips cover the land quickly, and if ploughed 
under are of marked beneiit. In any event 
thoy prevent tho growth of woods, and us 
oummer fallowing is always detrimental to 
such land, quick growing groen manure crops 
aro our only resource, for by their uso we work 
the oil, wo kill the weeds and woe improve 
| the land, all at the same time and with little 
labor.

A Visit to Vesuvius 


ONE OF THE CUIMNEYS OF THE

Rome, September -—Misled by tho 
tolograms which arrived daily from Naples 
reporting that Vesuvius was in a state of 
violent eruption and lava flowing down the 
sides of the mountain, I start on Tues- 
day night for Naples rather hastily, fearing 
that by waiting too long J might miss this 
eruption, as I had that of 1872. The jour- 
ney began in a tremendous thonder storm, 
which had been raging roand Rome all day 
and accompaniéd‘us as far as Naples—the 
incessant flashes of lightning illuminating 


the country as in the brightest day, zig- 
zayging about the mountain tops and flash- 


ing into the ravines ina way which I shall 
never forget.

burning liquid. The crater walls aro bril- 
liant with yellow and orange-colored sul 
pbur, mixed with basalt and red lava and 
white salts, forming a bright contrast to 
the Jeaden-colored lava which forms the 
floor and the black cono with ite crown of 
smoke, Tho guide told us tho floor had 
risen an extraordinary number of fect ; but 
judging from what we saw of Java flowing, 
it would taken month probably to reach 
the gap through which its flow scems in- 
dicated, unless it should burst out any- 
whore on the side of the mountain, At 
present tho stories that it is flowing down 


the outeide of Vesuvius, and that Profosso: 
Palmiori in building a dike to protect the 
observatory, and #0 forth, are pure in 
ventions ; but as a descent from the 
crater would bo of courao impoasiblo 
during a violent eruption, I am not

A Naturalist in a’ Tree-top. 
, |. Mr. John Muir, who has for several years 
been exploring in the Sierras, has con- 
tributed a number of short papers to Scria- 
nek's Monty for publication during the 
coming year. ‘The first of these, describing 
“*A Wind Storm in the Forests of the 
Yuba,” will appear in the November num- 
ber of the Monthly. The following extract 
will give an idea of the author's style. He 
has jost described the ‘ passionate music 
and motion” of the fearful gale, and his 
desire to get a lottier view of it :

I made choice of the tallest of a group of 
Douglass spruces that were growing close 
together like a tuft of graas, no one of 
which seemed likely to fall unless all the 
rest fell with it. Though comparatively 
young, they were about a hundred feet 
high, and theirlithe, brashy tops were rock- 
ing and swirling in wild ecstasy. Being 
accnstomed to climb trcos in making bota 11- 
cal studies, I experienced no difficulty in 
reaching the top of this one, and never be- 
fore did I enjoy so noble an exhilaration 
of motion. ‘The slender tops fairly flapped 
and swished in the passionate torrent, bend- 
ing and swirling backward and forward, 
round and round, tracing indescribable com- 
binations of vertical and horizontal curves, 
while I clung with muscles firm braced, like 
a bobolink on a reed.

In its widest sweeps my tree-top des- 
cribed an are of from twenty to thirty de- 
grees, but I felt sure of its elastic temper, 
having seen others of the same species still 
more severely tried,—bent almost to the 
ground indeed, in heavy snows without 
breaking a fiber. Twas therefore safe and 
free to take the wind into my pulses and 
enjoy the excited forest from my grand 
outlook. The view from here must be ex- 
tremely beautiful in any weather. Now 
ny eye roved over the piney hills and dales 
as over ficlds of waving grain, and felt the 
light running in ripples and broad swelling 
undulations ecross the valleys from ridge to 
ridge, as the shining foliage was stirred by 
corresponding waves of air, Oftentimes 
these waves of reflected light would break 
up suddenly into a kind of beaten foam, 
and again, after chasing one in regular or- 
der, they would seem to bend forward in 
concentric curves, and disappear on some 
hill-side, like sea:waves on a shelving shore. 
The quantity of light reflected from the 
bent needles was so great asto make whole 
groves appear as if covered with snow, 
whil» tho black shadows beneath the trees 
greatly enhanced the effect of the silvery 
splendor, 

Excepting only the shadows, there was 
nothing somber in al] this wild sea of pines. 
On the contrary, notwithstanding this was 
the winter season, the colors were remark- 
ably beautiful. The shafts of the pine and 
libocedrus were brown and purple, and 
most of the foliago was well tinged with 
yellow, and the feote) groves, with the palo 
undersides of their leaves turned upward, 
made masses of gray ; and then there was 
many a dash of chocolate color from clumps 
of manzanita, and jet of vivid crimson from 
the bark of the madronas, while the ground 
on the hill-sides, appearing here and there 
through openings between the groves, dis- 
played masses of pale purple and brown. 

Tho sounds of the storm corresponded 
gloriously with this wild exuberance of 
ligh' d motion. The profound bass of 
the naked branches and noles booming like 
wator-falls ; the quick, tense vibrations of 
tho pine needles, now rising to a shrill 
whistling hiss, now falling to a silky mur- 
mur; the rvstling of laurel groves in the 
dolls, and the keen metalic click on leaf on 
Jeaf—a)l heard in easy analysis when tho 
attention was calmly bent, 

The varied gestures of the multitude 
were scen to fine advantage, so that one 
could recognise all the differentspecies at a 
distance of soveral miles by this means 
alono, as well as by their forma‘and colors, 
and tho way they reflected the light. All 
d strong and comfortable, as if really 
onjoying tho storm, while responding to 
ite most enthusiastic greetings, Wo hear 
much now-a-days concerping the universal 
strugglo for existence, but no stroggle in 
the common meaning of the word was 
manifeat hore—no recognition of danger by 
any tree, no deprecation ; but rather an 
invincible gladness as romote from exulta- 
tion as from fear. 

I kept wy lofty perch for hours, fro- 
quently cloning my eyes to enjoy the music 
by itself, or to feast quietly on tho delicious 
fragrance that was streaming past. It wa: 
less marked than that produced during 
warm rain, when ®o many balsamic buds 
and leaves aro stooped like toa; bub, from

Wednesday's Storm. 


The storm of Wednesday» was the 
severest experienced for many years in 
manyparts of the United States. At Phila- 
delphia 384 dwellings and stores were 
damaged, also 31 churches, 23. schools, 35 
factories and warchouses, 5 hotels, 2 
yators, and 50 other large buildings. Six 
persons were killed and thirteen seriously 
injored, In the southern part of the city 
the Delaware overflowed for a distance of 
a mile, and the inhabitants were. taken 

‘from tho second stories in boats. 

One man was drowned in this section, and 

the losses of live stock are very great. Ten 

old wooden bridges were swept away. A 


ele- 


yard was levelled to the ground. The 

total losses are generally estimated at 22,- 

000,000. Eight vossels are reported sunk 

and twenty-two damaged. Many seamen 

also reported lost. The steamer Express 

which left Philadelphia for Washington, |

al leaves a large fortune. The Catholic citiz- 
ens of Dublin will wear mourning until the

plo, owing to difference in care and skill, 
and to thriftiness or otherwise of the stock 
consuming it. Lf fed as an accompaniment 
of some sutiablo food like grass, and to 
young and thrifty animals lixe calves or 
pigs, and is used while it is fresh and be- 
fore it has become much soured or stale, 
the whey from forty poands of milk when 
made into cheese will produce one poond 
of live weight ; and the sour milk and but- 
terinilk from twenty pounds of milk made 
into butter will also make one pound of 
live weight, worth in either case four cents 
a pound, making the refuse from one pound 
of milk worth one mill when made into 
cheese, und two mills when made into but- 
ter, 

From these facts as a basis wo can figure 
approximate results. We will take 1,000 
pounds of average milk and suppose it to 
be sent to a factory to be made into cheeses. 
Experience has proved that it will make 100 
pounds of cured cheose, which, for making 
and boxing, factorymen who find overy- 
thing charge $1.50. 

The pricé generally charged for deliver- 
jng milk to factories is one cent a pound on 
the cheuso, which in this case would be $1, 
The value of the Whey being» one cent a 
pound on the cheese, is also $1, which will 
be just equal to the cost of delivering the 
milk, and both may therefore be left out 
of the account. We have then only to sub- 
tract the cost of making from tho selling 
price of the cheese, which is now $8, to get 
the net value of 1,000 pounds of milk when 
made into cheese. We have $8—$1L.50= 
$6.50 = not value. 

If we suppose the milk to be taken to a 
factory and madeinto butter, the cost of 
delivering and manufactoring will be the 
game as before, $2.50, but the value of the 
refuse will be $2 instead of $1, as in the 
case of chédse, leaving only 50 cents to be 
deducted from the selling price of the butter 
to show the net returns, As the value of 
the refuse is worth $1 more in the case of 
butter than in that of cheese, the butier 
from the 1,000 pounds of milk may sell for 
$1 less then the cheese and yet be equally 
profitable-—may sell for $7 instead of $8. 
Asa pound of butter requires two and a 
half timesasmuch milk as a pound ofcheese, 
there will be 40 pounds of butter in 1,000 
pounds of milk, which inust sell for $7 or 
at 174 cents a pound to be equal to cheese 
at 8 cents a pound, Deducting balance of 
50 cents—the cost of delivering and manu- 
facturing over the refuso—we have 17} 
cents x 40=$7 and $7—50 cents=$6.50= 
the same net value as when cheese wa 
made. It will make no material difference 
whether the milk is made into butter or 
cheese at the farm or at tho factory, since 
the cost of making atthe farm is enough 
greater than when mado at the factory to 
pay for the cost of delivering the milk to 
the factory. 


If milk is to be sold at the farm as wo 
have supposed the butter and cheese were, 
it should bring enough to make the some 
net returns as when made into butter aad 
cheese, The 1,000 pounds of mJk should 
bring $650. The number of quarts of 
milk in 1,000 pounds is 470, and if sold 
for the groas sum of 36.50, it will give 14 
cents aquart. Hence making cheese at 8 
cents a pound, butter at 174, and selling 
milk delivered at the farm for 1.4 cents 
a quart, are all equal, If milk is to be 
sent away and delivered to consumers, the 
cost of transpertation and 2 cents a quart 
for distributing should be added. As tho 
proceeds from the ditferent modes of dis- 
posing of. milk rise above or sink below the 
proportions indicated by theso figares, will 
each be more or leas profitable, 

There are, of course, a great variety of 
circumstances which will modify results. 
If one has Jersey cows which gives very 
rich milk that would make nice butter, it 
would not pay as well for selling by the 
quart as for making butter. Andon the 
other hand, if one had a herd of cows 
which would give a flood of milk with little 
batter in it, he would profit more by its 
sale than its manufacture into butter. The 
varying circumstances of location and 
market and conveniences of manufacture 
must often enter into the mode of dispos- 
ing of milk. But whero no such influences 
prevail, the proportions given will form a 
very good guide to tho best disposition of 
milk.—Farmer's Advocate.

Whilst the National Policy presented to 
the country in the recent general election 
as the main issae between the parties 
struggling for supremacy was under discus- 
sion, the Grit “revenue tariff” free traders 
constantly upheld the mother country 4s 
an example of the benefits of freo trade.

and those of the world at large. That this 
desire is gaining ground, and that the 
movement inaugurated at Bristol

Springy or Swampy 


Land, 


Tribune

A Kentucky subscriber of tho 
submits a caso for advice. It 
ho aboye goneral subject, and as there is 
| much land like hisin tho country, almost

is somowhat dificult, the case seems to 
somewhat oxtone It 
long ago if the

J sond you a diagram of some wot land 
(which gives me a good deal of trouble and 
ho yield), which J hopo you will have time 
to examine and suggest a remedy, Tho 
swampy places hold water very tenaciously, 
the soil boing black muck, with a very hard 
and compact sub-soil, composed principally 
of fino black gravel intermixed with some 
clay.” 

From tho diagram it appearathat tho fie'd 
is an oblong le, shaped and _propor- 
tioned like the flat surfaco of a brick ; that 
it contains twenty acres ; that thene is a fine 
fall from both sides towards a curved line 
running nearly through the middle, longth- 
wiso ; that this line has a rapid descent to- 
wards one end, but runs nearly its entire 
length through a strip of marshy ground 
from twenty-tive to ao. outy-five feet wide ; 
and thore are several springs in tho fic d, 
and that open ditches from these springs 
and through the marshes have already been 
cut, The subscriber says furtho 

“Whon it rains tho water will stand -for 
wooks on this land and will not filter 
through into the ditch, though there is a 
fine fall towards every one of them. There 
is high land all around this swamp, and. it 
has occurred to me that the swamp might 
be cansed by the water scttling’down from 
the hills and forcing itself to the surface.” 


The remedy I should suggest would be to 
tile-drain the ontire tield systematically and 
thoronghly. Ifitis uscless now,asits own- 
er says, and the soil is naturally fertile ox- 
cept for surplus water, it would certainly 
pay, unless neighboring land (good without 
t'ling) is exceedingly low in price,and labor 
and tile exceedingly high. Tho field lies 
admirably for tiling. A large main drain 
should be laid three feet deep, in a curved 
course through the field, following the line 
of tho Jowest level, and laterals at the same 
dopth should branch out and receive tho 
water from each of tho epri They 
should be so arranged at the uppe* end as 
to receive the entire water of the springs 
immediately, without wash or sediment, 
They should also be root-proof th ‘ough 
their etire length (as c~op roots) will seck 
the running water inside), and yet admi 

the water from the marshy ground alovy 
their course, he size of these main drains 
must be governed by the amount of water 
furnished by the springs, the marsh and 
the surface water caused by rainiall on the 
entire field. Probably the large maiu 
should be at least six inches, and the main 
branches three or four inches in diameter. 
Then laterals should be run straignt down 
the slope, parallel with each other, to the 
nearest main. — These should bo of two- 
inch tile, and sunk at least 30 inches deop, 
and from 25 to 80 feet distant from each 
other, 

I think there can be no doubt that such 
asystem of draining would make the entire 
field arable, True, the water stands in the 
muck, and does not filter through into the 
open ditches ; but these are probably sunk 
only to the grayeland if the muck isn> -y 
iinpervious to water, the water would stand 
init as described. But if tho tiles. wore 
sunk into the gravel a foot or two the hy- 
drostatio pressure would force the water 
through the porous gravel into the tiles, 
Laying tile is like knocking the bottom vut 
of apail, thé water is sure to find its way 
out. I have never yet soon the soil which 
athorough system of tile-daininy would 
notfreo of its surplus moisture, It would 
probably cost not far from $25 per acre to 
drain the field thoroughly, making laterals 
thirty-three feet apart all over the field. — 
W. I. Chamberlain, in N.Y. Tribuhe. 


Quince Cultivation. 


Why is it that the quince, which is as 
hardy and well adapted to our soil and cli- 
mate as the apple, is comparatively scarce, 
and commands on the average three or four 
times as much in our markets? ‘There is 
seldom, if ever, n “glut’’ in the market, 
and prices are uniformly remunerative, 
bringing the producers for handsome fruit 
from $2 to $40 bushel, in New York and 
Boston, almost every season. Tho apple, 
in the fresh or dried state, enters into the 
annual supplies of almost every family, as 
cider, vinegar, Jelly, sauce, and other pre- 
parations, and is alsoa profitable feed for 
our domestic animals, while not one family 
in ten knows anything of quince preserves 
and jellies. It is really one of the most 
appetizing and wholesome of the aweetmeats 
found among the stores of our housewives ; 
aud the cultivation of this fruit should be 
greatly extonded. We know of no. fruit 
that promises so good returns as this to the 
intelligent fruit-grower, If we look at the 
quince plantations as ‘wo ordinarily find 
them, they are few and far between in the 
farming districts. Tho popular fancy is, 
that the bush flourishes best ina damp soil, 
and if there be an undrained swale on tho 
premises, wo may safely look for the quince 
bushesithere, More frequently than other- 
wise they atand in the grass, recoive no 
cultivation, and then after a few brief years 
die, either from stagaant water, or the »t- 
tacksof the borer. Undersuch treatment the 
trees had no chance to bear fruit,and make 
themselves profitable. The quince wants a 
deep, rich, rather moist soil, but it should 
always be well drained. Good corn land, 
that will boar maximum crops of grain, will 
bear good quinces, No fruit pays better 
for thorough cultivation, and the ground 
should always be kept under the spade or 
plow, and should if we want abundant 
fruit, receive'a good dressing of manure 
every season. The bush or treo requires 
very little other caro than the occasional | 
thinning out of the branches if they crowd 
too closely. The thinning of the fruit 
| Whero it sets too abundantly will increase 
the size and profitableness of the crop that 
remains. Tho fruit as well as the flower is 
| quite ornamental, and an attractive featuro 
in October and November. Tho ‘ Apple” 
or “* Orange Quince,” is by far the best 
| variety. It ripens carlier, and brings the 
| best prico in the market. The quince is | 
easily propagated from cuttings, and this 
is tho simplest and best mothod of 
plying a dairabie variety

Piorre Vien, sworn, was examined by 
Mr. Chapleau and deposed—I reside in St. 
Anne's and my name is on tho electoral 
list of poll No. 2. At tho election on the 
17th of September last I voted at poll No,

Q. Havo you any objection to state for 
whom you voted} A, No. 

Mr. Geoffrion raised an objection on the 
ground that it was a matter of public right 
and not of privilege with the witness. Tho 
secrets of the ballot he held were under no 
circumstances to be divulged. 


Mr. Kerr maintained that the section 77 
of the Act referred to explicitly implied 
that in all criminal proceedings witnesses 
were bound to state for whom they voted. 
Tho prosecution were not trying to question 
tho election returns, and with reference to 
the remarks of Mr, Geoffrion he deemed it 
of far greater public interest that frauds, 
such as the defendants are charged with, 
should be exposed, and he therefore con- 
sidered that tho prosecution were’ entitled 
to make this proof, 

His Honor took the same yiew, declaring 
that the witness was not only privileged, 
but obliged to answer the question. 

Witness concluded his evidence by stat- 
ing that he could not read or write, and 
that he made his cross opposite the name 
of Mr. Girovard. 

Louis W. Sicotte. sworn, was examined 
by Mr. Kerr—I am Registrar of the County 
of Jacques Cartier, and now produce the 
ballot-box No. 2 of the parish of St. Anne. 
I gave the ballot boxes and the keys to the 
returning officers five or six days before the 
polling day. AJl the padlocks are the same, 
The boxes were returned to me after the 
votes had been counted by Mr. Justice 
MacKay. There were sixteen boxes and 
seventeen keys returned to me, the extra 
key coming from Mr. Forest, who had 
been returning officer at Lachine at the 
previous election. The same boxes serve 
tee the Dominion and local elections, On 
the electoral list of the county there are 
2,608 names. 

The next witness was the one who was 
absent on account of illness, He was car- 
ried into court on a litter and gave his 
name as 

Pierre Perriault, sworn—On the 17th of 
Sept. last he voted at poll No. 2 of the 
parish of St. Anno de Bout dé L'Isle, where 
he lives. He was ill at that time. On 
the night before the poll witness went to 
the place at half-past ten o'clock, as he did 
not wish to be carried there through the 
crowd in the day time. He told this to 
Lamarche and Madore, defendants in this 
cage, When at Lamarche’s house he fell 
asleep and heard no noise that night. In 
the morning he was taken to the voting 
room and was the first to cast his vote on 
that day. He neither heard nor saw any- 
thing that. Mra, Lamarche went out with 
her children at about 1.30 p. m. Shortly 
before five o'clock Mr, Lamarche brought 
in an arm full of boards of different lengths. 
Witness asked him what he was going to 
do with the wood, and he replied that he 


camo to him and told him that several per- | 
sons thought it better for him to resign, as 

it would be better for him to be outside the | 
poll. This was the reason for his resign- 

ing. Believed the reason for his appoint- 

ment was that his father had asked Mr. 

Valois or Mr, Laflamme to haye him ap- 

pointed. Lemay had sent for witness, 

Witness told Lemay that he had no objec- 

tion to resign. Mr. Lemay then paid wit- 

ness $10 for the expenses he had incurred 

and witness then resigned, Saw the de- 

fendant Christin at the Hotel Christin. 

Had spoken at the bazaar in favor of Mr, 

Laflamme. Christin and Forget were en- 

gaged in favor of Mr. Laflamme for about 
three weeks before the election day. The 

Bazaar was a public meeting at which the 
supporters of both candidates were present. 

It was beld in Laflamme’s committee room. 

On Monday witness went down to Pointe 
Claire, and Forget was appointed deputy 
returning Officer in witness’ place. Witness 
did not take the ballot-box with him down 
to Pointe Claire, but left it at his father’s 
house. Witness, on going into -Valois’ 
house, simply said that he had come to re- 
sign. My. Valois said ‘f All right,” and 
seemed to take it for granted that Mr. 
Forget would be appointed in witness’ 
place. 

_ Mr. TunsTaxr was re-examined this even- 
ing by Mr. Kerr, Q. C., and stated that he 
was in Lamarche’s house whén the ballot- 
box was put in the sideboard. and was alzo 
there when it was taken out again, on Mr, 
Forget’s return from Daoust’s house. No 


the next room, and brought them back and 
replaced them. They nae about three feet 
long. Found another board which fitted 
an opening in the floor except about two 
foet at the end of;it. Witness produced 
two pieces of the floor, with auger holes 
and marks of a saw on them. Isaie Pilon 
then came in and told witness that he could 
not fit up the floor. . Pilon. said. he was 
taking-up the floor to lay a new one. Mr, 
Daoust and Crevier, the last witriess, then 
came in. ’ Witness had first taken part of 
the bottom of ‘the sideboard, which was 
only nailed in, Jt also had auger marks in 
it, which Pilon said he had made when he 
made the ‘wideboard. Witness’ remarked 
that there was the appearance of a hingo 
having been on it, and this corresponded 
with a mark on the other part of the floor 
of the sideboard, _ Crevier and Daoust as- 
sisted witness to place the sideboard ‘as it 
was on the election day, and the loose part 
of the floor of the sideboard corresponded 
mith the opening in the floor, Witneas thea 
took the loose part of the sideboard and two 
pieces of the floor to his office. The defend- 
ants produced a plan of the apartments of — 
the house, which witness thought was cor- 
rect,as regarded the rooms, but, not as. to 
the disposition of the furniture. This, was 
shown and explained to the jury. 2

The witness was cross-examined by Mr. 
Geoffrion and Mr. Christin. 


Saturpay, Oct. 26. 

Louis Jeremie Crevier, bailiff and sex- 
ton at St, Anne, was sworn and said he 
voted for Mr. Girouard. Spent the whole 
day inthe poll with the exception’ of two 
or three times in the afternoon when he 
went outfora few seconds. About 3.30 
or 3,45 p. m. the deputy returning officer 
Mr. Forget, complained of being ill. He 
stated that he was suffering from colic. 
At4p. m. ora few minutes after Mr. For- 
get asked if any more voters we.e to come 
and was'told only two more and that it 
was doubtful if they would come, He 
then asked for corks:to cork up the ballot 
box. . During the afternoon ho wrote on 
a piece of paper to Mr Christin to get him 
something to stop the pain. _ Mr. Daoust, 
seeing that Forget was sufferitiz, suggested 


that as there were only two more voters he 
could reasonably leave for a few moments. 
They then opened the side board door and 
locked the ballot-box im it and went out. 
Witness observed something in the cup- 
board. Could not say whether it was cot- 
ton or paper. Witness, Toussaint Cousin- 
eau, J. C. Tunstall and B. Lalonde were left 
in the room about a quarter of an hour after 
Forget and Daoust returned. Before going 
out Forget was shaking. “After he return- 
ed, seeing that the two voters had not 
comé, he closed the poll. When Forget 


wanted to kindle the fire, After four 
o'clock six persons went into the store op- 
posite the polling room. They passed 
through the kitchen where witness was. 
There was a door between the kitchen and 
the private room. It was locked but they 
opened it whenever they wanted to pass. 
When tho returning officer was passing 
through the door he said to witness, ** You 
have a pain in your legs and | have a pain 
in my stomach, so we are in the same 
plight.” This door was locked by a little 
iece of wood put over the latch. Mr. 
marche and Mr. Lebeau looked through 
this door several times during the day. 
The store was closed during the day and 
the six men enteréd by the back door about 
three quarters of an hour before tho closing 
of the poll. Witness knew that there was 
a door from the store to the cellar. There 
was no cellar under the store, but there 
was a door leading from the store to the 
cellar under the house. ‘When the persons 
went into the store they shut the door after 
them, These six persons were Messrs, 
Christin, Madore, E. Pilon, I. Pilon, 
Lamarcho and Alphonse Beauno—threo of 
them defendants in this case. Lamarcho 
did not remain in the store but returned 
with an axo and began to chop the wood. 
Hoe also put down the curtains on the win- 
dows through which witness could see into 
the store. Lamarche told him to say noth- 
ing and motioned him to be quiet. In 
splitting the wood he broke the handle of 
the axe and went for another one. 

Cross-examined by M. Robidoux—Tho 
boards which Lamarche was chopping were 
old ones, It was about half-past threo 
o'clock when Forget took sick, and it was 
about a quarter past four when the six men 
went into the street. No one spoke to him 
about the evidence he should give hero, but 
Mr. Daoust said ho would likely be brought 
in as a witness, Whenasked whether thoy 
had been there long enough to take adrink, 
ho replied that thoy had time to take seye- 
ral drinks. 

Croas-examined by Mr, Christie—Was 
positive there were six mon went into the 
store, ‘There was some tea and swoots in 
the store, but he did not know whether 
there was any bread and butter, On being 
asked whether Mr. Lamarche had not gono 
ir to the store to got him a drink of liquor, 
witness replied that Lamarcho did not even 
Jot him smell tho liquor. Witness raid to 
Lamarche, ‘* We can drink from tho same 
glass, because wo belong to the same party,” 
but witness had already voted, #0 he got no 
drink 

Fripay, Oct. 26

returned he attempted to open the door, 
He then felt in the pockets of his yest,then 
opened the right wing of the centre door 
and closed it, One of those present stood 
before the] sideboard and Mr. Forget sip 
ed the left hand wing, took out the ballot- 
box and placed it on the table. When 
the result of the counting of the 
ballots in the box was made known it 
greatly surprised both parties, everyone 
saying that more than 14 had yoted for 
Gironard. Immediately when the result 
was made known ameeting of Mr. Girou- 
ard’s supporters was held in tho telegraph 
office, and it was then said that the party 
had been sold, and the agents replied that 
if they had the leaders had, Mr. Crevier 
suggested that all who had voted for Mr. 
Girouard should make affidavit of the fact 
and send it to Mr. Girouard. Mr. Daoust 
at once made a list and took twenty-one 
names of those who had yoted for Girouard. 
After the state of the poll had been known, 
Mr. Forget, assisted by Mr. Christin, plac- 
od the ballots in an envelope and endorsed 
it, and having finished his duties. left with 
Mr. Christin. Witness saw Forget take 
the box out of tho sideboard and put it on 
the table when he returned after his illness. 
On tho 2nd of October witness was’ charged 
with a writ of execution on the houso of 
Lamarche. He went between four and} 
five o'clock in the afternoon, Mr, Daoust 
following him. Mrs. Lamarcho enid her 
husband was out and to wait till the next 
day. Mr, Daoust said that as his conduct 
in connection with the’ election had been 
questioned, he wished to seo whether there 
was no hole inthe floor or sideboard, by 
which a fraud might haye been committed. 
With the leave of Mrs. Lamarche, he 
opened tho sideboard and saw threo 
holes in the bottom of it. A saw had cut 
through from hole to hole just where the 
ballot box had been put. Witnesses and 
Daoust then asked to go down into tho 
collar under the room where tho electors 
had marked their ballots. Mrs. Lamarcho 
lighted « lamp to go down, and while she 
was doing this Isaie Pilon, one of tho de- | 
fendants, entered. Mra. Lamarcho asked 
Pilon to take witness and Daoust down 
stairs. Pilon thon said that before they 
wont down they should show some right to, 
and that if Mr. Lamarcho were thoro ho 
would turn thom out of the hauso, Mr. 
Daoust thon went out of tho houso ; wit- 
roas romained a fow minutes, spoaking 
with Mra, Lamarche and Pilton. Witness | 
made no other search on that evening. On 
the next morning he was sont for to go to 
Laniarche's house, and found there High 
Conatable Bissonnette. Insaio Pilon and 
Mrs, Lamarcho wero also in the house 
Pilon was asked what ho was doing, and 
atated that he had beon engaged to lay a

as bare of leaves as in mid-winter, and al- 
most one month earlier than for the last 
threo er four years. The rivers are vory 
high for the season, and the swamps are 
overflowing.

During this period the snows will melt 
rapidly, and will probably cause extensive 
floods in many parts of the country. This 
term will be much more prolonged than 
our usual midwinter thaw, Later again a 
second edition of winter will sot in, with 
more snow and severe cold, and rivers and 
all waters will remain ice-locked up to an 
unusually late period. The rains now fall- 
ing will remain until the temperature is con- 
ducive to snow, when precipitation in this 
form will continue through much of 
Noyomber.

The address closed with a véference to 
the services of the Secretary of the Royal 
Commission. “It was signed by the repre- 
sentatives Of the various Colonies, 


The Prince réplied as follows -<— 

“T receive with gceeat satisfaction the 
address just présented me on -behalt of 
your respective colonies. In your loyal 
mention of Her Majesty is expressed that 
sentiment whlch is felt by every subject 
of the Sovereign, and nowhére more devot- 
edly than in the colonial dominions. I 
avail myself Of this opportunity of express- 
ing a Warm acknowledgment to the Govern- 
ments of the various colonies which you re- 
present for the cordiality with which they 
have acted on my invitation to ‘participate 
in the exhibition. My thanks are no less 
due to you and your fellow commissioners 
for the hearty and efficient co-operation 
they have afforded during its progress. 
The remarkable display of Colonial prodace 
and manufactires which has been made 
gannot but have impressed “all who 
witnessed it with the rapid pro- 
gress which the different colonies have 
made, and with the great future which 
awaits them ; but while the colonial courts 
are a fifting illustration of thoventerprise 
and advancement which exists inthe out- 
lying portions of Her Majesty's Dominions 
even higher results will flow from your 
participation in the Exhibition. It has 
given the Colonies opportunities 6f becom- 
ing better acquainted with one another,— 
opportunities of which you Have made 
worthy use. It has brought more promi- 
nently under each other's notice your vari- 
ous products and resources, and above fll 
it has tended to promote unity of colonial 
feeling and to strengthen those ties of 
loyal affection that now so happily bind 
together all portions of Her Ma- 
jesty’s “dominions. I most heartily 
thank you for the share you attribute to 
me in theachievement of the measure of 
success we have together attained, notwith- 
standing the many difliculties that necessar- 
rily beset so yast an enterprise. Lam fully 
grateful to you for your appreciation of the 
services of the Secretary, Mr, Clmlitte Owen 
to whore efforts and to those of the able 
and zealous staff engaged with him, we all 
owe so much. I agree with you in think. 
ing that man: vantages would flow from 
the establishment in London ofa museam 
displaying in an adequate manner the 
various rich products of the Colonies. The 
practicability, howeyer, of the mode of 
carrying into effect such a scheme must 
necessarily require mature deliberation! on 
the part of your respective Governments. 
Its success must depend on their readiness 
to provide the means to found and aupport 
it. But wishing to promote an idea contain- 
ing so'much to recommend it, and one pre- 
sented to me by my fellow workers in the 
Exhibition, it will give me pleasure ip -the 
meantime to apply to the Commissioners of 
the Exhibition of 1851 to place at your dis- 
posal a space requisite for the preservation 
during the ensuing year of ‘such goods as 
you may desire to retain asa nucleus for a 
permanent collection. During the interval 
time will be afforded to your Governments 
for the necessary consideration of tho 
scheme. Meantimo,I can but assure you 
of the warm interest with which I “shall 
continue to regard every proposal tending 
to kait more closely the Colonies to other 
and to the Empire at large.” | (Loud: ‘ap- 
plause.)

the shade ; water must be convenient and 
good ; and slow driving and milking, in an 
airy shade, are also essentials,

This Indian Principality may be 
said to be tho bulwark of the British em- 
pire in India, as within its borders are the 
passes through the mountains forming the 
north-western boundary of British India 
which admit to the north-western Provin- 
cos. Ii is governed by an independent 
sovereign, who is styled the Ameer, and as 
its people aro numerous and war-like, and 
their country abounds in positions of great 
natural strength, the good-will of its ruler 
and people are of great importance to Great 
Britain. The military strength of the 
country is very considerable, the regular 
army mustering about 20,000 men, whilst 
the militia foots up to not less than 152,000 
men of allranks, and the Ameer has already 
placed an army of 65,000 men on a war 
footing. Thus it will be seen that were 
Britain involved in a war with such a 
power, it would create » yery powerful 
diversion against her in case she might be 
engaged in hostilities in any other part of 
the world at the same time. To this 
end Russian intrigue has been brought into 
play, and it must be confessed with a 
very considerable degree of success, Shere 
Ali, the Afghan Ameer, not only showed 
his oxtrome friendliness to Russia by re- 
ceiving an embassy from the Czar, but also 
refused to receive a British representative 
and his retinue. Satisfaction having been 
demanded by the British Government for 
this insult, Shere Ali has defied England 
to do her worst, which he would scarcely 
f dare to do unless with strong confidence 
that Russian assistance would be forthcom- 
ing. A war in Afghanistan is thus thrown 
upon Britain's hands, and although the re- 
sult is not doubtfal, the struggle might be 
protracted, which would afford timo to 
Russia to determine upon her course, whe- 
ther to fight for the realization of her dream 
of conquest in Turkey or to accopt the con- 
cessions which the treaty of Berlin gives to 
her. 


The Russian game has been skilfully 
played, but it seems to us to have beon de- 
veloped rathor too soon for the attainment 
of success. War in Turkey cannot be con- 
ducted in the winter season without im- 
menae sacrifices on the part of the invader, 
and thus the Turks will be given an op- 
portunity to strongly fortify their great 
position in the front of Constantinople, 
which work has already been commenced, 
and while England cannot invade Afghan- 
istan at this time of year, she can yet 
gather on the borders of the Amoer’s torri- 
tory, within afew miles of the famous 

Khyber Pass, an armament which will 
rapidly conquer s peace so soon as the wen- 
thor will permit of its movement. Russia 
being thus met in Europo and in Asia, 
thoro is good ground for hoping that, by

He sold the animals 
to the sma’l oat-of-the way resteurants, as a 
rnle, where they were made into gibelottes, 
The cat entice yielded him one franc ; and 
they to whom he rold the flesh usnally got 
about two and a half francs out of tbe animal 
when turned into gibeloi‘es. The business was 
faic ; but there was more competition, es- 
pee'ally since the Commune, under which 
some people had learuedl to eat tho cat with 
pleasure, knowing him to be a cat, 

Nothing is lost in the way of food in Paria, 
and the bones pass through several hands, 
First, tho butcher sel!s them to the superior 
restaurant-keoper, who uses them to make 
bouillon, and in the primitive stave the butcher 
calls them collectively rejou-csance.

Tow By-naw. 
which comes into force on the Ist Decom- 
ber next, provides as follows—' No person 
shall use or allow to be used any yehiclo of 
heavy draught upon any of the public 
streets for drawing brick, sand-stono, iron, 
wood, coal, lumber, grain, merchandiso, or 
articles of burden when tho weight of the 
load exceeds 1,500 lbs., unless tho tires up. 
on the weels of such vehicle be at least three 
inches in width, and wheels not lesa than 
three feet six inches in diameter, When 
wheels are less than three feet six inches in 
diamotor the tires shall be four inches in 
width. Any police officer can cause a load 
to be weighed when a vehiclo having tires 
of loss width is used for conveying any of 
tho above mentioned articles. ‘The by-law 
doosnot apply to any waggon laden with and 
used for carrying produce into the town ; 
nor to any waggon Iadon with lumber or 
goods and used for the purpose of convey- 
ing the same from the mill or place of manu- 
facture in the town, provided the mill or 
place of manufacture is distant more than 
two miles from tho limits of the town; nor 
to any person passing through the town 
with vehicles Jaden with the articles above 
mentioned. ‘Tho penalty which may bo in- 
flicted by the magistrate for a Violation of 
the provisions of the by-law cannot exceed 
$50. A similar measure would be of great 
benefit here, as its effect would be a great 
saving in expenditure on the streets, which 
are much cut up by waggon wheels,

low prices : Captain Tripp, a well-known whaling 


captain who has mado. soveral. voyages to 
the Aretio Ocean, is a disbeliover in an 
opon polar soa. His trip to tho world of 
ice tho presont year has but confirmed his 
experience in tho past. In a conversation 
with him a Chronicle roportor procured 
some interesting facts on tho somewhat 
mystified subject. No vessels have beon 
ablo to got further than 63 degroes north 
this year, and all captains report hoavy ico 
in the Arctic, In ono of his voy » While 
Captain ‘Trip was mastor of tho bark Arotio, 
he reached as high as latitude 73 degrees. 
In 1870 Wrangel’s Land was clear of ico, 
and in 1871 his ship was within a mile of 
the shore of that land which no human bo- 
ing has over stepped upon, so far as history 
tolls us. With tho aid of a splondid glass, 
ho got a good view of the entire lay of tho 
Jand, but he was unable to seo any human 
habitations, or evidence thereof, No animal 
life was visible; snvo soa birds that flitted 
in mid-air alongthe shore. The earth was 
green, no snow being visible anywhore, A 
coast rango is visible from the ocean which 
resembles coast regions farther south, ex- 
tending, as far as Oalifornia. Shrubs were 
plainly visible; but Oapt. Tripp was unable 
to discover any large trees or forests. 

Wrangel’s Land rans northwest, and, so 
far as known, extends indefinitely into re- 
gions never penetrated by the white man, 
‘Tho Indians’ inhabiting that portion of 
Alaska bordering on the North Pole hays 
no traditions that-any people have ever 
been seon on Wrangel's Land, though they 
state that deer of a variety unknown to 
Alaska have boon found on Herald Island, 
in the hoart of the Arctic, and from which 
tho land named can bo distinctly seen: It 
is supposed that the animals mado their 
way across the ice from the mainland of 
wrangel to the island. No canoes, clothing, 
or relics of any kind have drifted from 
Wrangel’s Land to Alaska, as an indication 
that a new raco of human beings existed in 
the unexplored regions of the Arctic, Still, 
it is boligvedby those sea captains who 
have taken closeobservations that the mys- 
terious country alluded to is habitable. The 
fact that no snow was to be scon, that vege- 
tation looked green and vigorous, and that 
mountains loomed up in the distance, as
